Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  2.20,  to  read  as  follows:

BEHALF  OF  CITY  DEPARTMENTS. 

(a)  Desisnation  of  Watch  Laws:  Watch  Imw  Orders.  Under  Charter  Section  16.124.  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  mav,  by  resolution,  designate  as  a  "watch  law"  any  state  or  federal  law  or 
regulation  that  calls  for,  authorizes,  or  requires  the  production  b\  any  City  officer,  employee.  asenc\. 
department  or  office  of  information,  records,  or  other  tangible  thun>s  held  by  the  City,  where  disclosure 
could  violate  the  rights  of  any  individuals  under  the  State  or  Federal  Constitutions.  An  order  or 
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request  for  the  produclinn  of  information,  records  or  other  tangible  things  held  by  the  City  made 
pursuant  to  a  watch  law  designated  under  this  subsection  shall  be  referred  to  as  a  "watch  law  order.  " 

(b)  Board  of  Supervisors  to  Respond  on  Behalf  of  City  Departments.  Jlie  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  respond  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  all  watch  law  orders 
served  on  the  City  and  County.  No  officer,  employee,  agency,  department,  or  office  of  the  City  and 
County  shall  respond  to  a  watch  law  order  without  the  prior  approval  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

(c)  Duties  of  City  Officers,  Employees,  and  Departments.  Any  officer,  employee,  asency. 
department,  or  office  of  the  City  and  County  receiving  a  watch  law  order  shall  within  24  hours  transmit 
the  order  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  alonn  with  a  specific  description  of  the  type,  nature, 
and  extent  of  any  information,  records  or  other  tangible  things  held  by  the  officer,  employee,  agency, 
department,  or  office  which  are  responsive  to  the  order.  The  information,  records  or  other  tangible 
things  themselves  shall  not  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unless  and  until  specifically  requested 
by  the  Board. 

id)  Consideration  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  consult  with 
the  City  Attorney  in  determinin^i  whether  the  production  sought  by  a  watch  law  order  would  violate  the 
constitutional  rights  of  any  individuals  and  in  deciding  on  an  appropriate  response  to  the  order.  The 
records,  proceedings,  and  decisions  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  connection  with  a  watch  law  order 
shall  be  kept  confidential  where  required  by  state  or  federal  law.  To  the  extent  federal  or  state  law 
would  prohibit  public  disclosure  of  information  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  needs  to  discuss  in  order 
to  discharge  its  powers  under  this  Section,  the  Board  may  meet  in  closed  session  for  the  limited 
purpose  of  discussing  that  information.  Unless  prohibited  by  federal  or  state  law,  the  Board  shall  take 
all  actions  to  approve  or  deny  a  watch  law  order  in  public. 

(e)  Procedure.  Upon  receipt  of  a  watch  law  order,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
immediately  deliver  a  copy  of  the  order  to  the  chair  of  the  Rules  Committee.  The  Clerk  .shall  at  the 
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same  time  also  deliver  a  copy  of  the  order  to  the  deputy  city  attorney  clesijfinaied  hv  ihf  City  Aiiumey 

for  these  purposes. 

The  Clerk  shall  prepare  an  item  consisting:  of  a  resolution  complying  with  the  order  and  a 
resolution  rejectins,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  order.  The  item  shall  he  deemed  introduced  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  as  of  the  date  the  order  is  received  by  the  Clerk. 

The  Clerk  shall  place  the  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  Rules  Committee  meeting.  If  the  order 
contains  a  deadline  for  compliance  that  would  occur  prior  to  the  next  regularly-scheduled  Rules 
Committee  meetiuji,  the  chair  of  the  Rules  Committee  shall  schedule  a  special  meeting  of  the  committee 
sufficient  to  meet  the  deadline.  If  the  Rules  Commiiice  cannot  tneet  in  lime  to  meet  the  de.adline  for 
response,  the  President  of  the  Board  may  refer  the  item  to  another  committee. 

(f)  Annual  Report.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen>isors  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  on 
all  watch  Ictyv  orders  received  by  the  Board  during  the  prior  fiscal  year.  The  report  shall  identify:  the 
information,  records,  or  other  tangible  things  sought  in  each  such  order:  the  la'.v  :tn::,  r    hicb  tfie  order 
was  made;  the  officer,  employee,  afiency,  department,  or  office  of  the  Cit\  and  C<'uni\  i<>  v.hom  the 
order  was  initially  directed:  and,  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Super\  isors  ri  response  to  the  order 
The  report  shall  be  kept  confidential  to  the  extent  required  bv  state  or  federal  lav:. 

(g)  Responsibilities  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board.  Any  reference  to  the  Clerk  r^fihc  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  this  ordinance  shall  include  the  Clerk's  desii^nce.  Xotwiihstandim:  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  individual  officers,  depattmenis.  and  agencies  of  the  Citv  shall  continue  to  he  responsible 
for  maintaining  their  own  records  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  public  records  and  records 
retention  laws.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board's  responsibilities  shall  be  limited  to  carr\ins  out  the  procedures 
specified  in  this  section,  based  upon  the  inforfnation  and  responses  provided  by  individual  officers, 
departments,  and  agencies.

Section  1.  Article  5.7  of  The  San  Francisco  F^ubiic  Works  Code  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

Ssction  184.70.  DISTRIBUTION  OF  HANDBILLS  ON  PRIVATE  PREMISES. 

(a)  Findings  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  tne  City  has  a  compelling 
need  to  prohibit  the  distribution  of  Handbills  on  private  premises  where  the  occupant  t}f(htii 

premises  has  expressed  his  or  her  unwillingness  to  receive  such  Handbills.  Prohibiting 
distributions  of  Handbills  in  defiance  of  an  occupant's  expressed  desire  not  to  receive  them 
strikes  an  appropriate  accommodation  between  the  rights  of  distributors  to  solicit  willing 
listeners  with  the  rights  of  occupants  to  object  to  receive  the  material. 

This  Ordinance  is  also  aimed  at  decreasing  the  adverse  effects  of  the  distribution  of 
unsolicited  Handbills  on  private  premises.  The  prohibition  against  delivering  Handbi'ls 
contrary  to  the  expressed  desire  of  the  occupant  and  the  requirement  that  Handbills  be  folded 
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or  otherwise  attached  to  the  outside  of  a  premises  will  decrease  the  amount  of  litter  created 
by  Handbills.  A  system  to  ooable  the  City  to  rocovor  costs  of  cleanup  of  Handbills  distributed 
in  violation  of  this  Article  will  allow  further  enforcemont  of  tho  provisions  of  this  Articlo..74 
registration  system  will  allow  the  City  to  identify  distributors  of  Handbills  and  thereby  further 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 

(b)  Prohibition  When  "No  Handbills"  Sign  Posted.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
Person  to  distribute,  cause  to  be  distributed,  or  suffer,  allow  or  permit  the  distribution  of  any 
Handbill  to  or  upon  any  private  premises  in  the  City  by  placing  or  causing  any  such  Handbill  to 
be  deposited  or  placed  in  or  upon  any  porch,  yard,  steps,  hallway,  or  mailbox  located  on,  or 
used  in  connection  with  such  premises  when  such  premises  has  posted  thereon  in  a 
conspicuous  place,  a  notice  or  notices  of  at  least  eight  square  inches  in  area  bearing  the 
words  "No  Handbills"  or  the  like,  unless  such  Person  has  first  received  the  written  permission 
of  the  occupant  of  such  premises  authorizing  the  Person  so  to  distribute. 

(c)  Distributed  Matter  To  Be  Folded.  It  shall  be  unlav^ul  for  any  Person  to 
distribute,  cause  to  be  distributed,  or  suffer,  allow  or  permit  the  distribution  of  any  Handbill  to 
or  upon  any  private  premises  in  the  City  by  placing  or  causing  any  such  Handbill  to  be 
deposited  or  placed  in  or  upon  any  porch,  yard,  steps,  hallway,  or  mailbox  located  on,  or  used 
in  connection  with  such  premises  unless  the  same  is  folded  or  otherwise  so  prepared  or

(e)  Exception  for  Emergencies.  .Any  Person  who  seelcs  to  disirbbute-hk 

to  an  Emergency,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Section  184.56(g},  may  distribute  the  Handbills  hefot 
registering  with  the  Director  so  long  as  the  Person  registers  within  72  hours  of  distributing  the 

Handbills. 
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{d)  Distributor's  Registration  Number.  Each  Person  who  registers  pursuant  to  the  terms  of 

this  Section  shall  be  given  a  registration  number  and  the  registrant  shall  not  directly,  or  through  his 
ser\'ants,  agents  or  employees,  distribute  or  suffer  to  be  distributed  any  matter  hereinbefore  referred  to 
unless  the  words  "Registration  No.  "  (with  the  registration  number  designated  by  the  Director 

inserted)  arc  stamped  in  a  legible  manner  on  each  separate  pieee-ef-s-aid  matter. 

{e)  Registration  Fees.  The  fee  for  obtaining  a  registration  number  pursuant  to  the 

reqidrcments  of  this  Section  shall  be  $20.00.  The  fee  for  renewing  a  registration  number  pursuant  to 
the  requirements  of  this  Section  shall  be  $10.00.  The  Director  shall  waive  these  fees  if  the  registraiit 
fdes  with  the  Director  an  affidavit  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury  declaring  that  the  registrants 
inability  to  pay  the  fee  would  prevent  the  registrant  from  distributing  Handbills. 

(f)  Confidentiality.  In  order  to  protect  the  anonymity  of  speakers,  the  Director  shall  protect 

the  confidentiality  of  all  information  provided  in  any  application  for  permission  to  distribute  Handbills 
pursuant  to  this  Section.  The  Director  and  his  or  her  staff  may  use  that  information  only  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  this  Article. 
Section  184.71.^4^^.  EXCLUSIONS. 

The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to:  (1 )  the  distribution  and  delivery  of  any 
Newspaper,  or  (2)  any  distribution  or  delivery  made  by  a  duly  authorized  public  officer  or 
employee  of  or  contractor  acting  v^ith  the  authority  of  the  City,  the  State  of  California,  or  the 
United  States  acting  to  promote  the  purpose  of  the  contract.

INVESTIGATION  BY  DIRECTOR. 

(a)_The  Director  shall  investigate,  or  cause  to  be  investigated,  all  complaints  made  to 
the  Departnnent  regarding  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article  and  take  such 
actions  regarding  any  violation  as  is  provided  therein,

Ordinance  amending  Article  5.7  of  the  Public  Works  Code  by  repealing  section  184.71, 
which  required  persons  distributing  Handbills  to  register  and  pay  fees,  amending 
section  184.73  to  make  violation  of  the  ordinance  an  infraction  instead  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  by  renumbering  sections  184.71  through  184.77. 

Existing  Law 

The  City  currently  regulates  the  distribution  of  handbills  on  private  premises. 

1.  The  City  prohibits  any  person  from  distributing  handbills  upon  any  private  premises  where 
the  premises  has  posted  a  "no  handbills  '  sign. 

2.  The  City  requires  any  person  distributing  handbills  to  obtain  a  registration  number  by 
providing  the  name  and  address  of  both  the  person  distributing  the  handbills  and  the 
person  responsible  for  the  distribution.  The  person  must  pay  a  registration  fee  of  S20  00. 
which  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  waive  under  certain 
circumstances. 

3.  The  ordinance  provides  that  violation  of  the  ordinance  is  punishable  as  a  misdemeaner. 

Amendments  to  Current  Law 

1 .  This  ordinance  would  eliminate  the  registration  requirement  for  distributing  handbills. 

2.  This  ordinance  would  provide  that  violation  of  the  ordinance  would  be  punishable  as  an 
infraction.  (Amended  by  Committee  on  1 1/4/04.)

(e)  If  during  his  or  her  term  as  a  member  of  the  governing  body  of  the 
Authohty,  a  Human  Services,  Aging,  or  Health  Commissioner  or  member  of  the  Mayor's 
Disability  Council  no  longer  sen/es  on  the  Commission  or  Council,  the  body  from  which  that 
member  came  shall  make  another  recommendation  for  appointment  and  notify  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  end  of  that  member's  formal  service  on  tneir  respective  Commission  or  on 
the  Council. 

(f)  After  the  terms  of  the  initial  penod  are  complete,  each  appointment  to  the 
governing  body  shall  thereafter  be  for  a  three-year  term.  A  member  may  be  reappointed,  but 
may  not  serve  more  than  a  total  of  nine  consecutive  years  on  the  governing  body  The  initial 
appointment  periods  shall  be  staggered  as  follows:

Upon  appointment,  members  shall  draw  lots  to  determine  the  length  o^  each  member's

(g)  Qualified  applicants  must  reside  in  San  Francisco  and  have:  familiarity 
with,  or  knowledge  of,  personal  assistance  services;  the  capacity  to  understand  their  role  to 
aid  and  assist  the  Authority  in  the  administration  of  its  duties;  and  the  ability  to  attend  regularly 
scheduled  meetings,  which  shall  occur  only  in  facilities  which  meet  disability  access 
requirements.  Those  City  departments  from  which  Authority  members  are  drawn  shall 
provide  appropriate  assistance  to  their  respective  representative  in  fulfilling  his  or  her  duties  to 
the  Authority.  Within  the  first  90  days,  the  members  of  the  governing  body  of  the  Authority 
shall  receive  orientation  and  training  from  the  IHSS  Task  Force  of  Planning  for  Elders  in  the 
Central  City  and  the  Department  of  Human  Services  regarding  the  functions  and  duties  of  the 
Authority,  current  issues  related  to  delivery  of  IHSS  and  the  responsibilities  of  the  Authority's 
governing  body.  Each  subsequent  new  member  shall  receive  similar  orientation  and  training 
from  Authority  staff  within  60  days  of  appointment. 

(h)  Regulations  governing  the  grounds  for  removal  from,  and  use  of 

alternates  on,  the  governing  body  shall  be  proposed  by  the  governing  body  and  submitted  to 

the  Board  of  Supervisors  within  90  days  of  the  date  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  governing  body. 

These  regulations  and  any  proposed  amendments  shall  be  initiated  exclusively  by  the 

governing  body  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  review,  and  shall  become 

effective  within  90  days  of  the  date  of  receipt  by  the  Board,  unless  disapproved  by  the  Board 

by  resolution.  In  exercising  these  review  powers,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  only  approve 

or  disapprove;  it  may  not  modify  such  regulations  and  proposed  amendments.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.2,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.2.  DEPARTMENTS  OR  COMMISSIONS  EMPOWERED  TO  CONTRACT  FOR 
PUBLIC  WORKS  OR  RELATED  PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES. 

Except  as  othenA^ise  provided,  the  departments  or  commissions  empowered  on  behalf 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  contract  for  public  works  or  improvements  or 
professional  sen^ices  related  to  a  public  work  or  improvement  are  the  Department  of  Public 
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Works,  the  Municipal  Transportation  Asency,  and  the  Airport,  Port,  Public  Utilities,  and 
Recreation  and  Park  and  Public  Transportation  Commissions.  All  other  department  or 
commissions  must  procure  construction  or  related  professional  services  through  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  6.9,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6. 9.  SUBCONTRyj CTOR  AND  SUBCONSUL TANTLIMITA  TJON  OF  RIGHTS. 

Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  law  or  contract,  no  subcontractor,  subconsultant,  or 
other  person  or  business  entity  shall  be  a  third-party  beneficiary  to  any  contract  awarded  in 
accordance  with  this  Chapter,  or  to  any  modification  or  any  resolution  of  any  claim  arising  out  of  any 
such  contract. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.20,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.20  PUBLIC  WORK  CONTRACTS  SUBJECT  TO  COMPETITIVE 
BTDDINGGENERALL  Y. 

(A)  Public  Works  In  Excess  of  the  Threshold  Amount.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  the  Charter  or  the  Administrative  Code,  any  public  work  or  improvement 
estimated  to  cost  more  than  the  Threshold  Amount  shall  be  performed  under  contract 
awarded  to  the  responsible  bidder  submitting  the  lowest  responsive  bid.  To  split  or  divide  any 
public  work  or  improvement  into  two  or  more  contracts  for  the  purpose  of  evading  this  section 
shall  constitute  official  misconduct. 

(B)  Public  Works  Less  Than  or  Equal  to  the  Threshold  Amount.  Any  public  work  or 
improvement  estimated  to  cost  less  than  or  equal  to  the  Threshold  Amount  may  be  performed 
(a)  under  contract  or  (b)  by  City  and  County  employees.  If  the  work  is  to  be  performed  under 
contract,  the  department  shall  obtain  not  fewer  than  three  quotes  and  shall  award  the  contract 
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to  the  responsible  bidder  offering  the  lowest  quotation.  If  the  depannnent  is  unaole  to  obtain 
three  quotes,  the  award  may  be  based  on  the  quote  or  quotes  received.  The  departnnent 
administering  the  contract  shall  maintain  records  as  to  whom  the  request  for  quotations  was 
directed  and  the  quotations  received.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
contracting  departments  to  make  every  effort  to  eradicate  prejudice  and  favontism  in  the 
award  of  City  contracts.  In  order  to  effectuate  this  policy,  the  department  heads  authorized  to 
enter  into  construction  contracts  and  their  staff  members  shall  collaborate  with  the  HRC 
Director  and  HRC  staff  members  periodically  to  create  a  list  of  responsible  contractors 
qualified  to  perform  various  types  of  public  work  for  projects  estimated  to  be  less  than  the 
Threshold  Amount,  making  every  effort  to  include  qualified  responsible  MBE  and  WBE 
contractors  on  that  list.  The  HRC  shall  be  responsible  for  outreach  efforts  to  make  sure  that 
MBE  and  WBE  contractors  are  aware  of  the  opportunity  to  be  considered  for  the  list.  The 
contract  awarding  departments  or  commissions  shall  be  responsible  for  evaluating  and 
determining  whether  contractors  are  responsible  and  qualified  to  perform  the  vanous  scopes 
of  work.  The  department  heads  authorized  to  execute  construction  contracts  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  MBEAA/BE  inclusion  on  the  list  of  responsible 
and  qualified  contractors  for  public  work  contracts  estimated  to  be  less  than  or  equal  to  the 
Threshold  Amount,  a  description  of  the  scope  of  work  and  price  for  each  contract  awarded 
under  this  section,  the  name  of  the  contractor  awarded  the  contract  and  whether  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  an  MBE  or  WBE  contractor.  Such  reports  shall  be  referred  to  a  Board 
committee  for  public  hearing. 

(C)  Estimates  Required,  For  public  works  or  improvements  in  excess  of  the  Threshold 
Amount,  no  department  head  shall  recommend  a  construction  contract  for  or  issue  an  order  of 
award  without  preparing  detailed  program  requirements  and  detailed  estimates  for  the  work  to 
be  performed.  There  shall  be  a  separate  accounting  for  each  work  or  improvement,  which 
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accounting  shall  include  all  direct,  indirect  and  supervisory  elements  of  costs  chargeable  to 
such  work  or  improvement.  All  such  accounts  shall  be  reported  to  the  Controller  and  to  either 
the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  Designee  or  to  the  board  or  commission  concerned,  as  appropriate. 

(D)  Comparison  of  Bids  on  Basis  of  Time  of  Completion.  The  department  head 
concerned  is  authorized  to  compare  bids  on  the  basis  of  time  of  completion  and  any  contract 
awarded  in  consideration,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  relative  time  estimate  of  bidders  for 
completion  of  the  work,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter. 

(E)  Time  for  Award.  Except  when  a  contract  is  funded  by  Federal  or  State  grants  or 
funds,  all  public  work  contracts  shall  be  awarded  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  the  date  the  City 
and  County  receives  the  bids.  Such  time  may  only  be  extended  prior  to  award  of  the  contract 
and  only  upon  f^written  agreement  of  the  apparent  responsible  bidder  with  the  lowest 
responsive  bid  and  ffef  approval  by  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor's  Designee  or  by  resolution  of  the  board 
or  commission  concerned  department  head. 

(F)  Prequalification.  Department  heads  authorized  to  execute  public  work  contracts  may 
require  that  prospective  bidders  he  prequalified  to  bid  either  on  a  specific  project  or  an  identified 
sroup  of  projects.  The  procedure  for  prequalification  is  as  follows: 

(1)  The  department  head  shall  issue  a  pre-qualification  statement.  The  pre- 
qualification statement  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  department  head,  be  issued  in  conformance 
with  Public  Contract  Code  section  20101  and/or  the  California  Department  of  Industrial 
Relations  Model  Pre-Qualification  Questionnaire.  The  department  head  may,  at  his/her  own 
discretion,  apply  the  Model  guidelines  for  scorahle  questions  and  scoring  as  the  basis  for  any 
prequali  fication.  The  department  head  may  also,  at  his/her  own  discretion,  issue  the  Model 
with  additional  questions  or  may  use  an  alternative  questionnaire.  The  department  head 
responsible  for  the  public  M>ork  may  include  in  any  questionnaire  a  request  for  special 
qualifications,  experience  or  expertise  necessary  to  perform  the  project  or  projects  for  which 
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ilie  prcqualification  is  sought.  For  (in\  proicci-spcciQc  information  required .  the  deparimeiU 
shall  set  objective  scoring  criteria  and  incorporciic  the  criteria  into  any  scorim  procedure 

(2)  The  department  responsible  for  the  public  w  ork  shall  advertise  any  preqinihricaiion 
questionnaire  in  the  same  manner  required  for  bids,  as  set  forth  in  section  6.21  ofihis  Chapter. 

(3)  Prequalification  shall  be  valid  for  not  more  than  two  years  follo\\'in£  the  date  of 
initial  prequalification. 

(4)  A  prospective  bidder  may  dispute  a  finding  that  he/she  is  not  preciualified.  The 
dispute  and  request  for  review-  must  he  in  writing  and  received  by  the  department  wiihm  ten 
calendar  days  from  the  date  the  department  issued  notice  of  non-prequalificdtion  The 
department  shall  then  provide  the  prospective  bidder  with  the  basis  for  its  finding  and  any 
supporting  evidence  used  in  the  determination.  The  department  shall  give  the  prospective 
bidder  the  opportunity  to  rebut  the  evidence  provided  and  to  present  evidence  as  to  why  the 
prospective  bidder  should  be  found  qualified.  If  a  bidder  fails  to  avail  itself  of  this  dispute 
process,  the  department's  finding  shall  become  final  without  further  notice.  Failure  to  he 
prequalified  shall  not  by  itself  preclude  a  prospective  bidder  from  participatim:  in  other  or 
future  prequalifications. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.21 ,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.21.  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  BIDS  AND  QUOTES. 

ArfA)  Bids.  All  Advertisements  For  Bids  for  construction  contracts  in  excess  of  the 
Threshold  Amount  shall  confomn  to  and  at  a  minimum  require  the  following: 

TrQJ  Published  Advertisement.  The  department  head  authorized  to  execute  the 

contract  for  the  public  work  or  improvement  to  be  performed  shall  adverJse  for 

competitive  bids  in  at  least  one  local  newspaper  or  periodical  of  general  circulation. 

Such  advertisement  shall  be  published  not  fewer  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  bid 
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opening.  The  department  may,  in  its  discretion,  include  in  the  published  advertisement 
the  amount  of  the  engineer's  estimate  for  the  work  to  be  performed. 

2t(2)  Award  and  Certification  Required.  All  published  advertisements  and 
Advertisements  For  Bid  shall  contain  the  following  language  [wording  in  brackets 
should  be  chosen  as  appropriate  to  the  department]: 

In  accordance  with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  6,  no  bid  is 
accepted  and  no  contract  in  excess  of  [the  Threshold  Amount]  is  awarded  by  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  until  such  time  as  [(1)  for  departments  with  boards  or 
commissions,  (a)  the  department  head  recommends  the  contract  for  award  and  (b)  the 
board  or  commission  then  adopts  a  resolution  awarding  the  contract];  or  [(2)  for 
departments  under  the  Mayor,  (a)  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  designee  approves  the 
contract  for  award  and  (b)  the  department  head  then  issues  an  order  of  award.] 
Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  3.105,  all  contract  awards  are  subject  to  certification  by  the 
Controller  as  to  the  availability  of  funds. 

Failure  of  a  department  to  include  such  language  in  a  published  advertisement 
or  Advertisement  For  Bids  does  not  give  rise  to  a  contract  right  by  a  bidder  or 
contractor  outside  of  the  requirements  of  the  Charter  or  Administrative  Code  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Sr{3)  Form  of  Bid.  All  bids  shall  be  sealed  and  directed  to  the  department  head 
advertising  for  bids,  in  the  format  prescribed  by  the  department  head  with  the  authority 
to  execute  the  contract. 

4rf4)  Bid  Bond.  All  bids  in  excess  of  $25,000  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
corporate  surety  bond,  or  an  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  on  a  bank  or  trust  company 
doing  business  and  having  an  office  in  the  State  of  California,  having  a  combined 
capital  and  surplus  of  at  least  $50,000,000,  and  subject  to  supervision  or  examination 
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by  Federal  or  State  authority,  or  a  certified  check  on  a  bank  or  trust  connpany  doing 
business  and  having  an  office  in  the  State  of  California,  having  a  connbined  capital  and 
surplus  of  at  least  $50,000,000,  and  subject  to  supen/ision  or  examination  by  Federal 
or  State  authority,  payable  on  sight  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the 
amount  of  which  corporate  surety  bond,  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  or  certified  check 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  department  head  or  officer  as  stated  in  the  Advertisement  For 
Bids,  Vi/hich  amount  shall  not  be  less  than  10  percent  of  the  amount  bid  for  the  cost  of 
the  proposed  work  of  improvement,  and  no  bid  shall  be  considered  unless 
accompanied  by  a  corporate  surety  bond  or  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  or  certified 
check.  Any  irrevocable  letter  submitted  pursuant  to  this  Chapter  shall  be  on  a  form 
provided  by  the  City  and  County.  If  the  amount  of  security  required  is  fixed  by  the 
department  head  or  officer  in  an  amount  in  excess  of  $1 5,000,  the  form  of  secunty 
required  shall  be  that  of  a  corporate  surety  bond  or  irrevocable  letter  of  credit.  The 
requirement  for  a  corporate  surety  bond,  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  or  certified  check 
described  in  this  subsection  shall  be  referred  to  collectively  as  the  "bid  security 
requirements." 

Notwithstanding  the  above,  the  bid  security  requirements  for  a  particular 
contract  may  be  modified  by  the  department  head  in  accordance  with  Administrative 
Code  Section  12D.A.9. (A)(4). 

St(5)  Fees.  The  department  head  or  officer  calling  for  bids  may  specify  in  the 
Advertisement  For  Bids  for  any  project  a  nonrefundable  fee  to  be  paid  by  each 
prospective  bidder  for  each  set  of  bidding  documents  (including  plans  and 
specifications),  such  fee  to  defray  the  cost  of  reproducing  each  set  of  bidding 
documents  as  determined  by  the  department  head  or  officer,  and  all  such  fees  shall  be 
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deposited  as  an  abatement  of  the  expenditure  of  the  appropriation  against  which  the 
cost  of  reproducing  said  bidding  documents  was  charged. 

6t(61  License.  The  department  head  shall  specify  in  all  Advertisements  For  Bids 
and  plans  for  public  work  projects  the  classification  of  the  contractor's  license  which  a 
contractor  shall  possess  at  the  time  bids  are  submitted.  Bidders  and  their 
subcontractors  are  required  to  be  properly  licensed  at  the  time  of  bid. 

7r(7)  Qualifications.  The  department  head  responsible  for  the  public  work  shall 
require  from  all  bidders  information  concerning  their  experience  and  financial 
qualifications  and  shall  take  such  information  into  consideration  in  the  award  of  any 
contract.  At  a  minimum  the  department  head  shall  require  (1)  information  concerning 
the  contractor's  experience,  financial  qualifications  and  ability  to  perform  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  contract  and  (2)  information  as  to  whether  the  contractor  possesses, 
or  can  obtain  in  time  to  perform  the  contract,  the  necessary  equipment.  In  the  event 
that  a  bidder  fails  to  provide  such  information  within  fourteen  calendar  days  of  bid 
opening,  or  as  otherwise  required  in  the  Advertisement  For  Bids,  the  department  head 
could  find  that  the  bidder  is  refusing  to  enter  into  the  contract,  resulting  in  a  forfeiture  of 
the  bidder's  bid  bond. 

SrfS}  Business  Tax  Registration  Certificate.  All  Advertisements  For  Bids  shall 
require  that  bidders  submit  proof  of  a  current  Business  Tax  Registration  Certificate. 
Failure  of  a  bidder  to  provide  such  proof  within  fourteen  (14)  calendar  dues  of  bid 
opening,  or  as  otherwise  required  in  the  Advertisement  For  Bids,  could,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  department  head,  constitute  a  refusal  to  enter  into  the  contract  and 
result  in  a  forfeiture  of  the  bid  bond. 

9t(9}  Designation  of  Subcontractors;  Subcontracting  and  Subletting.  All  bidders 
shall  designate  their  subcontractors  in  accordance  with  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
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California  Subletting  and  Subcontracting  Fair  Practices  Act,  at  Public  Contract  Code 
§4100  et  seq.,  as  amended  from  time-to-time.  In  addition  to  the  penalties  provided  by 
Public  Contract  Code  §4100  et  seq.,  violation  of  this  subsection  may  be  grounds  for  a 
determination  of  nonresponsibility  under  Article  V  of  this  Chapter. 

(10)  Work  To  Be  Performed  h\  (icncral  Contractor.  The  Atlveriisement  For  Bids  may 
specify  the  portion  of  work  which  must  he  performed  hy  the  General  Contractor  using  his/her 
own  forces.  The  specification  may  require  the  General  Contractor  to  perform  with  his/her  own 
forces  up  to  25%  of  the  base  contract  work.  Bidders  must  certify  with  their  bids  thai,  if 
awarded  the  contract,  they  will  perform  with  their  own  forces  the  specified  percentage  of  the 
total  hid  price  fexchidins  alternates}. 

3r(B)  Quotes.  All  requests  for  quotes  for  construction  contracts  less  than  or  equal  to  the 
Threshold  Amount  shall  be  posted  with  three-days'  notice.  Such  requests  shall  at  a  minimum 
require  a  contractor's  license,  qualifications,  a  Business  Tax  Registration  Certificate, 
participation  in  an  apprenticeship  program  and  compliance  v\/ith  subcontractor  listing  laws,  all 
in  accordance  with  the  listed  provisions  of  Sections  6.21  and  6.22. 

GrfC)  Right  to  Reject  Any  or  All  Bids  or  Quotes.  The  department  head  shall  have  the 
right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  or  quotes  for  any  reason  or  no  reason.  All  Advertisements  For 
Bids  shall  reserve  this  right,  but  failure  to  make  such  reservation  shall  not  abrogate  the  right  to 

the  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  Designee  or  the  board-^r-eomnussion  as  appropriate  in  ike 
resection  of  bids. 

DrfP)  Bid  Protests.  Only  a  bidder  may  submit  a  bid  protest.  The  department  head 
concerned  shall  preschbe  in  the  Advertisement  For  Bids  procedures  for  submitting  bid 
protests.  Such  procedures  shall  set  the  time  by  which  bid  protests  must  be  received  but  may 
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not  require  that  bid  protests  be  submitted  fewer  than  five  (5)  business  days  after  the  date  bids 
are  due. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
subsection  (J)  and  adding  a  new  subsection  (Q)  to  Section  6.22,  to  read  as  follows; 
SEC.  6.22.  PUBLIC  WORK  CONSTRUCTION  CONTRACT  TERMS  AND  WORKING 
CONDITIONS. 

All  construction  contracts  awarded  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  contain  the 
following  minimum  terms  and  conditions: 

(A)  Bonds.  Before  the  execution  of  any  contract  for  public  works  or  improvements,  the 
department  head  authorized  to  execute  such  contracts  shall  require  the  successful  bidder  to 
file  corporate  surety  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  thereof  and  to  guarantee  the  payment 
of  wages  for  services  engaged  and  of  bills  contracted  for  material,  supplies  and  equipment 
used  in  the  performance  of  the  contract.  The  bond  shall  be  for  a  sum  not  less  than  100 
percent  of  the  award. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  through  its  Human  Rights  Commission 
("HRC"),  intends  to  provide  guarantees  to  private  bonding  assistance  companies  and  financial 
institutions  in  order  to  induce  those  entities  to  provide  required  bonding  and  financing  to 
eligible  contractors  bidding  on  and  performing  City  public  work  contracts.  This  bonding  and 
financial  assistance  program  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
12D.A.9. 

(B)  Insurance.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this  Chapter  must  conform  to 
the  insurance  requirements  established  by  the  Risk  Manager.  The  Risk  Manager  shall 
develop  uniform  insurance  requirements  for  City  contracts  subject  to  this  Chapter  and  shall 
publish  such  requirements  in  the  Risk  Manager's  Manual.  The  Risk  Manager  shall  review  and 
update  such  insurance  requirements  on  an  annual  basis. 
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Every  contractor  and  subcontractor  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  California  Labor 
Code  section  3700.  Prior  to  commencing  the  performance  of  work  under  any  public  v;ork 
contract,  the  contractor  and  all  of  its  subcontractors  file  with  the  awarding  department  a 
certificate  of  insurance  against  liability  for  workers  compensation  or  proof  of  self-insurance  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  California  Labor  Code. 

(C)  Indemnification.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this  Chapter  shall 
require  that  the  contractor  fully  indemnify  the  City  and  County  to  the  maximum  extent  provided 
by  law,  such  that  each  contractor  must  save,  keep,  bear  harmless  and  fully  indemnify  the  City 
and  County  and  any  of  its  officers  or  agents  from  any  and  all  liability,  damages,  claims, 
judgments  or  demands  for  damages,  costs  or  expenses  in  law  or  equity  that  may  at  any  time 
arise. 

This  indemnification  requirement  may  not  be  waived  or  abrogated  in  any  way  ^or  any 
contract  without  the  recommendation  of  the  City's  Risk  Manager  and  the  express  permission 
and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

(D)  Assignment.  No  contract  shall  be  assigned  except  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  department  head  concerned  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  designee, 
relative  to  the  department  under  the  Mayor's  junsdiction,  or  the  approval  of  the  board  or 
commission  concerned  for  departments  not  under  the  Mayor. 

(E)  Prevailing  Wages. 

(1)     Generally.  All  contractors  and  subcontractors  performing  a  public  work  or 
improvement  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  pay  its  workers  on  such  projects 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  provided  below.  For  the  purpose  of  prevailing  wage 
requirements  only,  the  definition  of  a  public  work  shall  include  those  public  works  or 
improvements  defined  in  the  foregoing  section  6.1  of  this  Chapter  and  shall  also  include  (a) 
any  trade  work  performed  at  any  stage  of  construction  (including  preconstruction  work)  and 
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(b)  any  public  work  paid  for  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  "the  equivalent  of 
money"  under  the  meaning  of  Labor  Code  section  1720(b). 

(2)  Leased  Property  Included.  For  the  limited  purposes  of  this  subsection,  a  "public 
work  or  improvement"  also  means  and  includes  any  construction  work  done  under  private 
contract  when  all  of  the  following  conditions  exist: 

(a)  The  construction  contract  is  between  private  persons;  and 

(b)  The  property  subject  to  the  construction  contract  is  privately  owned,  but  upon 
completion  of  the  construction  work  will  be  leased  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
its  use;  and 

(c)  Either  of  the  following  conditions  exist:  (1 )  The  lease  agreement  between  the  lessor 
and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  lessee,  is  entered  into  prior  to  the  construction 
contract,  or  (2)  The  construction  work  is  performed  according  to  the  plans,  specifications,  or 
criteria  furnished  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  lease  agreement  between 
the  lessor  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  lessee,  is  entered  into  during,  or  upon 
completion,  of  the  construction  work. 

(3)  Determination  of  the  Prevailing  Wage.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  from  time  to  time  and  at  least  once  during  each  calendar  year,  to  fix  and 
determine  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  follows: 

On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  November  of  each  year,  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
shall  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  data  as  to  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  of  the  various  crafts  and  kinds  of  labor  as  paid  in  private  employment  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  plus  "per  diem  wages"  and  wages  for  overtime  and  holiday  work. 
The  Civil  Sen/ice  Commission  shall  provide  the  Board  of  Supervisors  data  for  "per  diem 
wages"  pursuant  to  California  Labor  Code  sections  1773.1  and  1773.9,  as  amended  from  time 
to  time.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall,  upon  receipt  of  such  data,  fix  and  determine  the

prevailing  rate  of  wages.  The  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  so  fixed  and  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  remain  in  force  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  highest  general 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work,  until  the  same  is 
changed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  In  determining  the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  per  diem  wages  and  wages  for  overtime  and  holiday  work,  as  provided  for  in  this 
section,  the  Board  of  Supenv'isors  shall  not  be  limited  to  the  consideration  of  data  furnisned  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  but  may  consider  such  other  evidence  upon  the  subject  as  the 
Board  shall  deem  proper  and  thereupon  base  its  determination  upon  any  or  all  of  the  data  or 
evidence  considered. 

In  the  event  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  fix  or  determine  the  highest  general 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  in  any  calendar  year,  the  rates  established  by  the  California 
Department  of  Industrial  Relations  for  such  year  shall  be  deemed  adopted. 

(4)  Specifications  to  Include  Wage  Rate.  The  department  head  authorized  to  execute 
a  construction  contract  under  this  Chapter  shall  include  in  the  contract  specifications,  or  make 
available  in  the  offices  of  the  department  or  at  the  job  site,  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  at  the  time  the 
department  issued  the  Advertisement  For  Bids  on  the  contract.  The  contractor  shall  agree  to 
pay  to  all  persons  performing  labor  in  and  about  the  public  work  or  improvement  the  highest 
general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  determined  pursuant  to  this  Chapter,  including  wages  for 
holiday  and  overtime  work.  If  the  specifications  do  not  include  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages, 
the  specifications  shall  include  a  statement  that  copies  of  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed 
and  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  on  file  at  the  department's  principal  office  or 
at  the  job  site  and  shall  be  made  available  to  any  interested  party  on  request. 

(5)  Subcontractors  Bound  by  Wage  Provisions.  Every  contract  for  any  public  work  or 
improvement  shall  also  contain  a  provision  that  the  contractor  shall  insert  in  every  subcontract 
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or  other  arrangement  which  he  or  she  may  make  for  the  performance  of  any  work  or  tabor  on 
a  public  work  or  improvement.  This  provision  shall  be  that  the  subcontractor  shall  pay  to  all 
persons  performing  labor  or  rendering  senyice  under  said  subcontract  or  other  arrangement 
the  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  such  labor  or  services. 

(6)    Records  to  be  Kept  by  Contractors  and  Subcontractors.  Every  public  works 
contract  or  subcontract  awarded  under  this  Chapter  shall  contain  a  provision  that  the 
contractor  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  for  a  period  of  four  years  from  the  date  of 
substantial  completion  of  a  public  work,  payrolls  and  basic  records  including  time  cards,  trust 
fund  forms,  apprenticeship  agreements,  accounting  ledgers,  tax  forms  and  superintendent 
and  foreman  daily  logs  for  all  trades  workers  performing  work  at  or  for  a  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  public  work  or  improvement.  Such  records  shall  include  the  name,  address 
and  social  security  number  of  each  worker  who  worked  on  the  project,  including  apprentices, 
his  or  her  classification,  a  general  description  of  the  work  each  worker  performed  each  day, 
the  rate  of  pay  (including  rates  of  contributions  for,  or  costs  assumed  to  provide  fringe 
benefits),  daily  and  weekly  number  of  hours  worked,  deductions  made  and  actual  wages 
paid.  Every  subcontractor  who  shall  undertake  the  performance  of  any  part  of  a  public  work 
or  improvement  shall  keep  a  like  record  of  each  person  engaged  in  the  execution  of  the 
subcontract. 

The  contractor  shall  maintain  weekly  certified  payroll  records  for  submission  to  the 
awarding  department  as  required.  The  contractor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  submission  of 
payroll  records  of  its  subcontractors.  All  certified  payroll  records  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
statement  of  compliance  signed  by  the  contractor  indicating  that  the  payroll  records  are 
correct  and  complete,  that  the  wage  rates  contained  therein  are  not  less  than  those 
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determined  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  that  the  classifications  set  forth  for 

each  employee  conform  with  the  work  performed. 

All  such  records  as  described  in  this  section  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  and 
examination  of  the  duly  authorized  officers  and  agents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  including  representatives  of  the  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement. 

Should  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  public  work  or  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  determine  that  a  contractor  or  subcontractor  is  not  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  subsection,  the  department  head  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement 
Officer  shall  issue  written  notification  to  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  mandating  compliance 
within  not  fewer  than  ten  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the  notification.  Should  the 
contractor  or  subcontractor  fail  to  comply  as  required  in  the  notification,  the  department  head 
who  executed  the  contract  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  may  impose  a  penalty 
of  $25.00  for  each  calendar  day  of  noncompliance,  or  portion  thereof,  for  each  worker.  Upon 
the  request  of  the  responsible  department  head  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer, 
the  Controller  shall  withhold  these  penalties  from  progress  payments  then  due  or  to  become 
due. 

(7)    Additional  Required  Contract  Provisions.  Every  public  works  contract  shall 

contain  provisions  stating  that  (1 )  the  contractor  will  cooperate  fully  with  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  and  other  City  employees  and  agents  authonzed  to  assist  in  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  the  prevailing  vyage  requirements  and  other  labor 
standards  imposed  on  public  works  contractors  by  the  Charter  and  Chapter  6  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code;  (2)  the  contractor  agrees  that  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  and  his  or  her  designees,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  have 
the  right  to  engage  in  random  inspections  of  job  sites  and  to  have  access  to  the  employees  of 
the  contractor,  employee  time  sheets,  inspection  logs,  payroll  records  and  employee 
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paychecks;  (3)  the  contractor  shall  maintain  a  sign-in  and  sign-out  sheet  showing  which 
employees  are  present  on  the  job  site;  (4)  the  contractor  shall  prominently  post  at  each  job- 
site  a  sign  informing  employees  that  the  project  is  subject  to  the  City's  prevailing  wage 
requirements  and  that  these  requirements  are  enforced  by  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement 
Officer;  and  (5)  that  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  may  audit  such  records  of  the 
contractor  as  he  or  she  reasonably  deems  necessary  to  determine  compliance  with  the 
prevailing  wage  and  other  labor  standards  imposed  by  the  Charter  and  this  Chapter  on  public 
works  contractors.  Failure  to  comply  with  these  requirements  may  result  in  penalties  and 
forfeitures  consistent  with  California  Labor  Code  section  1776(g),  as  amended  from  time  to 
time. 

(8)    Non-compliance  with  Wage  Provisions  -  Penalties. 

(a)  Penalty  and  Forfeiture.  Any  contractor  or  subcontractor  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to 
pay  to  the  several  persons  who  shall  perform  labor  under  any  contract,  subcontract  or  other 
arrangement  on  any  public  work  or  improvement  as  defined  in  this  Chapter  the  highest 
general  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  authority  of  this 
Chapter,  shall  forfeit;  and,  in  the  case  of  any  subcontractor  so  failing  or  neglecting  to  pay  said 
wage,  the  original  contractor  and  the  subcontractor  shall  jointly  and  severally  forfeit  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  back  wages  due  plus  the  penal  sum  of  $50  per  day  for  each 
laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  employed  for  each  calendar  day  or  portion  thereof,  while  they 
shall  be  so  employed  and  not  paid  said  highest  general  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  and  in 
addition  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  set  forth  in  Article  V  of  this  Chapter,  including 
debarment. 

(b)  Enforcement.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer,  board  or  commission  under  whose 
jurisdiction  said  public  work  or  improvement  is  being  carried  on,  made  or  constructed,  when 
certifying  to  the  Controller  any  payment  which  may  become  due  under  said  contract,  to  deduct 
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from  said  payment  or  payments  the  total  amount  of  said  forfeiture  provided  for  in  this 

subsection.  In  doing  so,  the  department  head  must  also  notify  in  writing  the  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  Officer  of  his/her  action.  The  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  may  aiso. 
upon  written  notice  to  the  department  head  who  is  responsible  for  the  project,  certify  to  the 
Controller  any  forfeiture(s)  to  deduct  from  any  payment  as  provided  for  in  this  subsection. 
Certification  of  forfeitures  under  this  subsection  shall  be  made  only  upon  an  investigation  by 
the  responsible  department  head  or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  and  upon 
written  notice  to  the  contractor  identifying  the  grounds  for  the  forfeiture  or  forfeitures.  The 
Controller,  in  issuing  any  warrant  for  any  such  payment,  shall  deduct  from  the  amount  which 
would  othenA/ise  be  due  on  said  payment  or  payments  the  amount  of  said  forfeiture  or 
forfeitures  as  so  certified. 

(c)  Recourse.  If  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  disagrees  with  the  forfeiture  as  so 
provided  in  the  foregoing  subparagraph  (b),  then  within  fifteen  working  days  of  the  date  of  the 
notification  as  provided  for  above,  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  may  request  a  hearing 
before  the  City  Administrator.  The  City  Administrator,  or  his/her  designee,  shall  consider  the 
evidence  provided  by  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  and  the  responsible  department  head 
and/or  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer.  The  hearing  shall  occur  within  forty-five 
days  of  the  request,  unless  all  parties  agree  to  an  extended  period.  The  determination  of  the 
City  Administrator,  or  his/her  designee,  shall  be  final.  The  contractor  or  subcontractor  may 
appeal  such  determination  only  by  action  at  law  for  breach  of  contract. 

(d)  Distribution  of  Forfeiture.  The  Controller  shall  withhold  any  forfeiture  as  provided 
in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  until  such  time  as  either  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  has 
conceded  to  the  forfeiture  or,  in  the  event  of  an  objection,  there  is  a  determination  no  longer 
subject  to  judicial  review.  The  Controller  shall  then  distribute  the  amounts  withheld  ^n  the 
following  order:  (1 )  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer  shall  make  its  best  efforts  to 
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distribute  back  wages  withheld  to  the  individual  workers  identified  as  not  having  been  paid  the 
proper  wage  rate;  (2)  the  penal  sums  provided  for  above  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
general  fund  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  (3)  the  Controller  shall  hold  the  balance 
of  any  back  wages  in  escrow  for  workers  whom  the  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  Officer, 
despite  his/her  best  efforts,  cannot  locate;  funds  so  held  for  two  years  or  more  shall  be 
dedicated  to  the  enforcement  of  the  prevailing  wage  requirements. 
(F)     Hours  and  Days  of  Labor. 

(1 )  Generally.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  prevailing  conditions  and  enabling  employers 
to  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  satisfactory  workers  and  artisans,  no  person  performing  labor 
or  rendering  senyice  in  the  performance  of  any  contract  or  subcontract  for  any  public  work  or 
improvement  as  defined  in  this  Chapter  shall  perform  labor  for  a  longer  period  than  five  days 
(Monday  through  Friday)  of  eight  hours  each,  with  two  10-minute  breaks  per  eight-hour  day, 
except  in  those  crafts  in  which  a  different  work  day  or  week  now  prevails  by  agreement  in 
private  employment.  Any  person  working  hours  in  addition  to  the  above  shall  be 
compensated  in  accordance  with  the  prevailing  overtime  standards  and  rates. 

(2)  Noncompliance  -  Penalties  and  Forfeiture.  Any  contractor  or  subcontractor  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be  liable  for  the  same  penalties  and 
forfeits  as  those  specified  in  Subsection  6.22(E)  of  this  Chapter;  penalties  and  forfeits  shall  be 
applicable  for  each  laborer,  mechanic  or  artisan  employed  for  each  calendar  day  or  portion 
thereof  whereon  such  laborer,  mechanic  or  artisan  is  compelled  or  permitted  to  work  more 
than  the  days  and  hours  specified  herein.  The  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be  made  a 
part  of  all  contracts  and  subcontracts  for  the  construction  of  any  public  work  or  improvement. 

(3)  Contracts  Outside  City  and  County.  In  the  event  that  any  public  work  or 
improvement  is  to  be  constructed  outside  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  at  such 
a  distance  therefrom  that  those  engaged  in  performing  labor  on  said  public  work  or 
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improvement  must  under  ordinary  conditions  remain  at  or  near  the  site  of  said  work  or 
improvement  when  not  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  labor  thereon,  then  the  officer, 
board  or  commission  responsible  for  the  construction  of  said  public  work  or  improvement  may. 
in  making  specifications  or  letting  contracts  therefor,  make  provision  therein  for  days  and 
hours  of  labor  beyond  the  limitations  provided  for  in  Section  6.22(F)  of  this  Chapter;  but  not  to 
exceed  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day,  or  six  days  in  any  calendar  week.  In  tne  event 
that  emergency  conditions  shall  arise,  making  a  change  advisable  during  the  performance  of 
any  such  contract,  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  hours  and  days  of  labor  may  be  extended 
beyond  the  limits  hereinabove  expressed;  but  not  to  exceed  eight  hours  per  day,  upon  the 
written  authority  of  the  officer,  board  or  commission  awarding  such  contract.  Failure  of  the 
contractor  to  perform  such  contract  within  the  time  provided  shall  not  constitute  an 
emergency. 

(G)     Local  Hiring. 

(1)    Contract  Requirements.  All  construction  contracts  for  public  works  or 
improvements  to  be  performed  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
shall  contain  the  following  provisions; 

Contractor  agrees  to  make  a  good-faith  effort,  with  the  assistance  of  community  organizations 
designated  by  the  City  or  local  labor  union  hiring  halls,  to  hire  qualified  individuals  who  are 
residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  comp.nse  not  less  than  50%  of  each 
contractor's  total  construction  work  force,  measured  in  labor  work  hours,  and  contractor 
promises  to  give  special  preference  to  minorities,  women  and  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals. 

Contractor  shall  keep,  and  provide  to  the  City,  an  accurate  record  showing  the  name,  place  of 
residence,  hours  employed  and  per  diem  pay  of  each  person  employed  by  the  contractor, 
including  full-time,  part-time,  permanent  and  temporary  employees. 
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Contractor  shall  keep,  and  provide  to  the  City,  an  accurate  record  describing  in  detail 
contractor's  good-faith  efforts  to  secure  employment  of  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

A  failure  to  abide  by  these  contract  provisions  may  result  in  the  imposition  of  sanctions  and 
penalties,  including  those  provided  for  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  6.80. 

(2)  Definitions. 

"Qualified  individual"  shall  mean  an  individual  who  (A)  is  eligible  for  a  certified 
apprenticeship  program  in  an  applicable  trade;  (B)  has  completed  a  certified  apprenticeship 
program  in  an  applicable  trade;  or  (C)  has  completed  comparable  time  in  an  applicable  trade. 

"Resident  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco"  shall  mean  an  individual  who  is 
domiciled,  as  defined  by  Section  200(b)  of  the  California  Election  Code,  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  City  and  County  during  the  entire  time  of  the  performance  of  the  contract  and  who  can 
verify  his  or  her  domicile,  upon  request  of  the  contractor  or  City,  by  producing  documentation 
such  as  a  rent/lease  agreement,  telephone  and  utility  bills  or  payment  receipts,  a  valid 
California  driver's  license  or  identification  card,  and/or  any  other  similar,  reliable  evidence  that 
verifies  that  the  individual  is  domiciled  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

"Economically  disadvantaged"  shall  mean  an  individual  who  has  been  unable  to  secure 
employment  in  his  or  her  trade  for  more  than  20  working  days  in  the  past  six  months,  or 
whose  annual  maximum  income  falls  within  the  income  limits  established  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Community  Development  for  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG) 
programs. 

(3)  Enforcement.  The  Human  Rights  Commission  shall  be  the  City  agency  charged 
with  the  monitoring  and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  subsection. 

(H)    Modifications— General  Requirements.  If  it  becomes  necessary  in  the 
prosecution  of  any  public  work  or  improvement  under  contract  to  make  alterations  or 
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modifications  or  to  provide  for  extras,  such  alterations,  modifications  or  extras  shall  be  made 
only  on  written  recommendation  of  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the 
contract,  together  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  designee  or  the  board  or 
commission,  as  appropriate  to  the  department,  and  also  the  approval  of  the  Controller,  except 
as  hereafter  provided.  The  Mayor  or  the  board  or  commission,  as  appropriate  to  the 
department,  may  delegate  in  writing  the  authority  to  approve  such  alterations,  modifications  or 
extras  to  the  department  head,  except  as  provided  below.  The  Controller  may  delegate  in 
writing  the  authority  to  encumber  funds  from  prior  appropriations  for  such  alterations, 
modifications  or  extras  to  the  department  head  prior  to  the  certification  for  payment.  Such 
authority,  when  granted,  will  clearly  state  the  limitations  of  the  changes  to  be  encompassed. 

(1)  Increasing  or  Decreasing  Price.  Alterations,  modifications  or  extras  in  any 
contract,  which  will  increase  or  decrease  the  contract  cost  or  scope,  may  be  made  or  allowed 
only  on  the  written  recommendation  of  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
the  contract  stating  the  amount  and  basis  for  such  increase  or  decrease.  For  any  cumulative 
increase  or  decrease  in  price  in  excess  of  ten  percent  of  the  original  contract  pnce  or  scope, 
the  department  head  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  Mayor's  designee  or  the  board 
or  commission  as  appropriate  and  also  the  approval  of  the  Controller  notwithstanding  any 
delegation  provided  for  above. 

(2)  Extensions  of  Time.  Upon  finding  that  work  under  a  construction  contract  cannot 
be  completed  within  the  specified  time  because  of  an  unavoidable  delay  as  defined  in  the 
contract,  the  department  head  may  extend  the  time  for  completion  of  the  work.  If  the 
cumulative  extensions  of  time  exceeds  ten  percent  of  the  original  contract  duration,  the 
department  head  shall  first  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor's  Designee,  board  or 
commission,  as  appropriate  to  the  department  notwithstanding  any  delegation  provided  for 
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above.  All  time  extensions  shall  be  in  writing,  but  in  no  event  shall  any  extension  be  granted 
subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  final  completion. 

(a)  Time  Extension  Not  Waiver  of  City's  Rights.  The  granting  of  an  extension  of  time 
because  of  unavoidable  delays  shall  in  no  way  operate  as  a  waiver  on  the  part  of  the  City  and 
County  or  the  department  head,  Mayor,  board  or  commission  of  the  right  to  collect  liquidated 
damages  for  other  delays  or  of  the  right  to  collect  other  damages  or  of  any  other  rights  to 
which  the  City  and  County  is  entitled. 

(b)  No  Extension  Granted  When  Contract  Based  on  Time  Estimates.  When  any 
award  of  contract  has  been  made  in  consideration,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  relative  time 
estimates  of  bidders  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  no  extension  of  time  may  be  granted  on 
such  contract  beyond  the  time  specified  for  completion,  unless  the  liquidated  damages  for 
each  day  the  work  is  uncompleted  beyond  the  specified  time  shall  be  collected;  provided, 
however,  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  unavoidable  delays  due  to  acts  of  God. 

(c)  Avoidable  and  Unavoidable  Delay;  Limitation  of  Damages  for  Delay.  The 
department  head  administering  the  public  work  shall  have  the  authority  to  specify  in  the 
contract  the  delays  that  shall  be  deemed  avoidable  or  unavoidable.  The  City  and  County  shall 
not  pay  damages  or  compensation  of  any  kind  to  a  contractor  because  of  delays  in  the 
progress  of  the  work,  whether  such  delays  be  avoidable  or  unavoidable;  provided,  however, 
the  City  and  County  may  pay  for  (1)  delays  caused  to  the  contractor  by  the  City  and  County; 
and  (2)  such  unavoidable  delays  as  may  be  specifically  stated  in  the  contract.  Such  latter 
delays  will  be  compensated  for  only  under  the  conditions  specified  in  the  contract. 

(d)  Notice  of  Delay  Required.  The  contractor  shall  promptly  notify  the  department 
head  in  writing,  of  all  anticipated  delays  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  and,  in  any  event, 
promptly  upon  the  occurrence  of  a  delay,  the  notice  shall  constitute  an  application  for  an 
extension  of  time  only  if  the  notice  requests  such  extension  and  sets  forth  the  contractor's 
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estimate  of  the  additional  time  required  together  with  a  full  recital  of  the  causes  of  unavoidable 

delays  relied  upon.  The  department  head  may  take  steps  to  prevent  the  occurrence  or 
continuance  of  the  delay,  may  classify  the  delay  as  avoidable  or  unavoidable  and  may 
determine  to  what  extent  the  completion  of  the  work  is  delayed  thereby. 

(I)     Liquidated  Damages.  Any  contract  may  provide  a  time  within  which  the  contract 
work,  or  portions  thereof,  shall  be  completed  and  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  agreed 
liquidated  damages  to  the  City  and  County  for  every  calendar  or  working  day  thereafter  dunng 
which  such  work  shall  be  uncompleted. 

(J)     Retention  of  Progressive  Payments.  Any  contract  may  provide  for  progressive 
payments,  if  the  Advertisement  For  Bids  shall  so  specify.  No  progressive  payments  under 
any  contract  shall  be  made  which,  with  prior  payments,  shall  exceed  in  amount  90  percent  of 
the  value  of  the  work  and  labor  and  materials  furnished.  However,  if  the  department  head 
responsible  for  the  public  work  determines  that  the  contract  is  50  percent  or  more  complete, 
that  the  contractor  is  making  satisfactory  progress  and  that  there  is  no  specific  cause  for 
greater  withholding,  the  department  head  may  authorize  ihat  either  (a)  the  amount  held  in  retention 
he  liquidated  to  an  amount  not  less  than  5%  of  the  contract  price,  inchulmg  all  modifications,  and  tfiat 
future  progressive  payments  may  not  exceed  95%  of  the  value  of  the  work  and  labor  and  malenals 
furnished  or  (b)  once  the  amount  held  in  retention  equals  an  amount  not  less  than  10%  of  the  contract 
price,  including  all  modifications,  that  no  further  retention  be  deducted  from  progressive  payments. 
progressive  payments  may  be  made  not  to  exceed  in  amount  the  lesser  of  cither  95  percent  of  the  value 
of  the  work  and  labor  and  material  furnished  or  95  percent  of  the  contract  price.  When  the 
department  head  responsible  for  the  public  work  determines  that  the  contract  is  95  percent 
completer  funds  withheld  may  he  reduced  to  an  amount  equal  to  200  percent  of  the  estimated  vtiluc  of 
the  work  yet  to  be  completed  as  determined  bv  the  department  head,  the  department  shall  make  no 
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urther  payments  to  the  contractor  Jintil  the  department  head  responsible  for  the  public  work 
letermines  the  project  to  he  100%  complete. 

(K)    inspection  and  Acceptance  of  Completed  Work;  Final  Payment.  The 
department  head  authorized  to  execute  any  contract  for  public  works  or  improvements  shall 
De  responsible  for  the  inspection  and  acceptance  of  such  work  on  completion.  Such 
acceptance  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  include  the  certificate  of  the  department  head 
:oncerned  that  the  work  covered  by  the  contract  has  been  fully  and  satisfactorily  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor.  Receipt  of  copy  of  such  acceptance  in 
/vriting  shall  constitute  the  Controller's  authority  to  complete  any  payments  due  the  contractor 
jnder  the  contract;  provided  that  the  Controller  may  make  such  additional  investigation  or 
nspection  as  is  provided  by  Administrative  Code  Section  10.07. 

(L)    Termination  for  Convenience.  In  all  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  public 
A/ork  or  improvement,  the  department  head  authorized  to  execute  any  contract  for  any  public 
A/ork  or  improvement  may  include  in  the  specifications  setting  forth  the  terms  and  conditions 
for  the  performance  of  the  contract  a  provision  that  the  City  and  County  may  terminate  the 
performance  of  work  under  the  contract  whenever  the  department  head  shall  determine,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor's  designee  or  the  board  or  commission  concerned,  that 
such  termination  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  County.  Any  such  termination  shall  be 
effected  by  delivery  to  the  contractor  of  a  notice  of  termination  specifying  the  extent  to  which 
performance  of  work  under  the  contract  is  terminated  and  the  date  upon  which  such 
termination  becomes  effective.  The  department  head  is  hereby  authorized  to  include  within 
such  construction  contract  the  appropriate  language  to  implement  this  subsection. 

(M)  Violations  of  Chapter  6;  False  Claims.  Every  public  work  contract  performed  at 
the  expense  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  the  cost  of  which  is  paid  for  out  of 
monies  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  the  City  and  County,  whether  directly  awarded  or 
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ndirectly  by  or  under  subcontract,  subpartnership,  day  labor,  station  work,  piece  work  or  any 
Dther  arrangennent  whatsoever,  shall  incorporate  the  provisions  of  Article  V  (commencing  at 
Section  6.80)  of  this  Chapter,  relating  to  administrative  debarments  and  false  claims  The 
'ailure  to  include  such  reference  or  incorporation  shall  not  in  any  way  abrogate  the  rights  of 
the  City  and  County  under  Article  V  of  this  Chapter. 

(N)     Articles  Not  to  be  Prison  Made.  No  article  furnished  under  any  contract  awarded 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  shall  have  been  made  in  a  prison  or  by  convict  labor 
except  for  articles  made  in  prisons  or  by  convicts  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
California  Department  of  Corrections  and  limited  to  articles  for  use  by  the  City  and  County's 
detention  facilities. 

(O)     Employment  of  Apprentices.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this 
Chapter  shall  require  the  Contractor  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Apprenticeship  Program  {as  set  forth  in  the  California  Labor  Code,  Division  3,  Chapter  4 
[commencing  at  Section  3070]  and  Section  1777.5),  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time, 
and  shall  require  the  Contractor  to  include  in  its  subcontracts  the  obligation  for  subcontractors 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  State  Apprenticeship  Program. 

(P)     Safety.  All  construction  contracts  awarded  under  this  Chapter  shall  require  the 
Contractor  and  all  of  its  subcontractors  to  abide  by  the  applicable  Occupational  Safety  and 
Health  statutes  and  regulations, 

(0)  Claims.  The  City  shall  consider  only  those  claims  for  additional  payment  under  a  public  work 
contract  thai  are  certified  and  that  conform  to  the  contract  requirements  for  claims,  pricing,  and 
schedule. 

(1)  Claims  by  Contractors.  TJie  Contractor  shall  certify  under  penalty  ofpcrjurx-  that  (a)  the 
claim  is  made  in  good  faith:  (h)  the  supporting  data  are  accurate  and  complete  to  the  best  of 
Contractor's  knowledge  and  belief:  and  (c)  the  amount  request  accurately  reflects  the  Contract 
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adjusiment  for  which  the  Contractor  believes  the  City  is  liable.  An  individiml  or  officer  authorized  to 
act  on  behalf  of  the  Contractor  shall  execute  the  certification. 

(2)  Claims  by  Subcontractors.  Subcontractors  at  any  tier  are  not  third-party  beneficiaries  of 
any  Contract  awarded  under  this  Chapter.  The  City  shall  not  consider  a  direct  claim  by  any 
subcontractor.  A  Contractor  presenting  to  the  City  any  claim  on  behalf  of  a  subcontractor  must  certify 
the  subcontractor's  claim  in  the  same  manner  the  Contractor  would  certify  its  own  claim  under  the 
foregoing  paragraph  (1). 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Subsection  6.41(A),  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.41.  REQUESTS  FOR  COMPETITIVE  PROPOSALS  OR  QUALIFICATIONS. 

All  requests  for  competitive  proposals  or  qualifications  for  temporary  design,  consultant 
or  construction  management  services  shall  conform  to  and  at  a  minimum  require  the 
following: 

(A)  Evaluation  Criteria.  The  department  head  authorized  to  execute  the  contract  shall 
dtermine  the  criteria  by  which  the  design,  consultant,  or  construction  management  service 
professionals  shall  be  evaluated,  on  a  project-by-project  basis.  Such  criteria  shall  be  included 
as  a  part  of  any  request  for  proposals  or  qualifications.  The  criteria  shall  be  based  primarily 
on  qualifications  and  experience  relevant  to  the  services  needed  for  the  project.  Except  as 
prohibited  by  law,  the  department  head,  in  his/her  sole  discretion,  may  determine  that,  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  a  consultant  who  participated  in  the  master  plan, 
conceptual  phase  or  other  preliminary  work  for  a  project,  may  compete  to  provide  professional 
services  in  future  phases  of  such  project.  In  such  event,  the  consultant  may  not  use,  nor  may  the 
selection  panel  Consider,  the  consultant's  prior  work  on  the  project  to  establish  its  experience  or 
quali  fications  in  the  competitive  process.

Section  6.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.60,  to  read  as  follows; 

SEC.  6.60.  EMERGENCY  REPAIRS,  WORK  AND  CONTRACTS. 

(A)  Declaration  of  Emergency.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  declare  an  emergency 
and  may  direct  any  department  head  to  perform  any  repair  or  other  emergency  work  in  any 
manner  the  Board  determines  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

(B)  Other  Determinations  of  Emergency.  In  an  actual  emergency  as  defined  or 
described  below,  the  repair,  reconditioning  or  other  work  or  contract  necessitated  by  the 
emergency  may  be  executed  by  the  department  head  responsible  for  such  work  in  the  most 
expeditious  manner,  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  below. 

(C)  Emergency  Defined.  For  purposes  of  this  Chapter,  an  "actual  emergency "  means  a 
sudden,  unforeseeable  and  unexoected-aft-occurrence  involving  a  clear  and  imminent  danger, 
demanding  immediate  action  to  prevent  or  mitigate  loss  of  or  damage  tOr  life,  health,  property, 
or  essential  public  services.  An  "actual  emergency"  shall  also  mean  the  discovery  of  any 
condition  involving  a  clear  and  imminent  danger  to  public  health  or  safety,  demanding 
immediate  action,  which  discovery  was  suddon  and  unforosoon  and  which  would  not  havo 
been  made  in  the  regular  course  of  business.  Examples  of  an  actual  emergency  may  include, 
but  are  not  limited  to,  the  following: 

(1 )  Weather  conditions,  fire,  flood,  earthquake  or  other  unforeseen  occurrences  of 
unusual  character;  or 

(2)  The  breakdown  or  imminent  breakdown]  of  any  plant,  equipment,  stnjcture.  street  or 
public  work  necessitating  immediate  emergency  repair  or  reconditioning  to  safeguard  the  lives 
or  property  of  the  citizens;  or  the  property  of  the  City  and  County;  or  to  maintain  the  public 
health  or  welfare;  and 
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(a)  Including  the  installation,  repair,  construction  and  alteration  of  crossings  and  switch 
work  and  special  work  in  connection  therewith  at  street  and  other  railway  crossings  and  at 
street  intersections  when  the  same  is  to  be  done  by  or  for  the  Public  Transportation 

Commission;  or 

(b)  Including  the  installation,  repair,  construction  and  alteration  of  the  fire  alarm,  police 
communication  and  traffic  signal  systems,  when  the  same  is  to  be  performed  by  or  for  the 
Department  of  Telecommunications  and  Information  Services  or  the  Department  of  Parking 
and  Traffic;  or 

(c)  Including  the  work  of  making  connections,  installing  gate  valves,  installing  or 
transfen-ing  services  and  performing  such  other  work  therewith  to  existing  water  pipes  when 
the  same  is  to  be  done  by  or  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  when  such  work  will 
leave  one  or  more  fire  hydrants  or  water  consumers  without  water;  or 

(3)  Unforeseen  occurrences  of  unusual  character  resulting  in  an  insufficient  number  of 
hospital  beds  or  the  lack  of  hospital  beds  or  the  lack  of  hospital,  surgical,  mental  health  or 
hospital  ancillary  services  so  as  to  leave  patients  of  the  City  and  County  without  required 
hospital  or  medical  services. 

(D)  Approvals  Required.  If  the  estimated  cost  of  the  emergency  work  is  less  than  or 
equal  to  $250,000,  the  department  head  may  proceed  with  the  work  without  additional 
approvals.  If  the  estimated  cost  of  the  emergency  work  exceeds  $250,000,  the  department 
head  prior  to  authorizing  the  commencement  of  the  work,  must  first  secure  the  approval  in 
writing  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  designee  or  the  president  of  the  board  or  commission 
concerned  as  appropriate  to  the  department.  For  all  cases  where  the  cost  of  the  emergency 
work  exceeds  $250,000,  the  department  head  shall  also  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 
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If  the  emergency  does  not  permit  the  required  approvals  to  be  obtained  before  work  is 
commenced  or  the  contract  entered  into,  such  approvals  shall  be  obtained  as  soon  thereafter 
as  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  In  such  event,  the  department  head  concerned  shall  notify  the 
Controller  immediately  of  the  work  involved  or  the  contract  entered  into  and  the  estimated  cost 
thereof  and  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  not  more  than  seven  days  after  work  has 
been  commenced. 

(E)  Exemptions.  Contracts  awarded  in  accordance  with  this  section  under  emcgency 
circumstances  as  described  and  defined  above  are  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  this 
Chapter  and  Chapters  12A,  12B,  12C  and  12D.A.  However,  the  department  head  must 
comply  with  the  certification  requirement  of  Administrative  Code  Section  1 2D. A. 15(A)(2).  It  is, 
however,  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  contracting  departments  to  make  every 
effort  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Chapters  12A,  12B,  12C  and  12D.A.  In  order  to 
effectuate  this  policy,  the  department  heads  authohzed  to  enter  into  construction  contracts 
and  their  staff  members  shall  collaborate  with  the  HRC  Director  and  HRC  staff  members 
periodically  to  create  a  list  of  responsible  contractors  qualified  to  perform  various  types  of 
emergency  work,  making  every  effort  to  include  qualified,  responsible  MBE  and  WBE 
contractors  on  that  list.  The  HRC  shall  be  responsible  for  outreach  efforts  to  make  sure  that 
MBE  and  WBE  contractors  are  aware  of  the  opportunity  to  be  considered  for  the  list.  The 
contract  awarding  departments  or  commissions  shall  be  responsible  for  evaluating  and 
determining  whether  contractors  are  responsible  and  qualified  to  perform  the  vanous  scopes 
of  work.  The  department  heads  of  departments  authorized  to  execute  construction  contracts 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  MBE.'WBE  inclusion  on  the  list  of 
responsible  and  qualified  contractors  for  emergency  contracts,  a  descnption  of  each 
emergency  contract  awarded,  the  reason  why  the  work  was  performed  under  these 
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emergency  procedures,  and  whether  the  emergency  contract  was  awarded  to  an  MBE  or 
WBE  contractor.  Such  reports  shall  be  referred  to  a  Board  committee  for  public  hearing. 

(F)  Indemnification  For  Emergency  Contracts.  Department  heads  responsible  for  any 
emergency  work  are  hereby  authorized  to  (a)  waive  any  requirement  that  a  contractor 
performing  such  emergency  work  indemnify  the  City  and  County  and/or  (b)  enter  into  a 
contract  which  provides  that  the  City  and  County  indemnify  such  contractor,  except  that  the 
City  and  County  shall  in  no  event  indemnify  a  contractor  for  the  contractor's  gross  negligence 
or  willful  misconduct. 

Section  7.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.61 ,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.61.  DESIGN-BUILD. 

The  department  heads  authorized  to  execute  contracts  for  public  work  projects  are 
authorized  to  seek  proposals  from  qualified  private  entities  ("developers")  for  design-build 
construction  and/or  financing  of  public  work  projects  under  the  following  conditions: 

(A)  Before  the  request  for  proposals  is  issued,  the  department  head  shall  determine 
that  a  design-build  program  is  necessary  or  appropriate  to  achieve  anticipated  cost  savings  or 
time  efficiencies,  or  both,  and  that  such  a  process  is  in  the  public's  best  interest.  ^ 
department  head  shall  notify  the  Boardof  Supervisors  of  his  or  her  intention  to  seek  design  build 
and/or  finance  proposals  by  generally  describing  the  proposed  program  and  the  reasons  for  it  in  a 
letter  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

(B)  If  the  proposed  public  work  project  is  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  a  department  that  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  commission,  then  such  commission  shall  first  approve  the 
solicitation  of  design-build  and/or  finance  proposals.  If  the  public  work  project  is  not  for  the 
use  or  benefit  of  a  department  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  commission,  then  the  MavorCitv 
Administrator  must  first  approve  this  process. 
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(C)  Developers  submitting  design-build  proposals  shall  offer  evidence  of  qualifications 

in  the  field  of  design  and  construction  of  similar  projects.  The  department  head  may  request 
developers  to  create  partial  designs,  which  will  be  evaluated  as  part  of  the  selection  process. 

(D)  Developers  submitting  private  financing  proposals  shall  provide  evidence  of  the 
commitment  of  funds  necessary  to  privately  finance  the  proposed  projects  to  completion 

(E)  Developers  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  requirements  set  forth  in  San  Francisco 
Administrati^ve  Code  Chapters  12B,  120  and  12D.A.  The  request  for  proposals  shall  require 
developers  to  demonstrate  good  faith  efforts  to  utilize  MBE  and  WBE 
subcontractors/subconsultants  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  " 
12D.A. 

(F)  The  department  head  shall  evaluate  developers'  proposals  and  rank  the  proposals 
to  determine  which  provides  the  best  overall  value  to  the  City  and  County  in  regard  to  the 
following  criteria:  (1)  plan  for  expediency  in  completing  the  proposed  project;  (2)  lifecycle  cost 
to  the  City  and  County;  (3)  qualifications  of  the  developers  to  design-build  and,  if  applicable, 
finance  the  proposed  project;  (4)  qualifications  of  the  developers  to  construct  the  proposed 
project;  (5)  quality  of  design  proposal;  (6)  compliance  with  the  goals  and  requirements  of 
Administrative  Code  Chapters  12B,  12C  and  12D.A;  (7)  commitment  to  meet  the  City  hinng 
goals  (e.g.,  welfare-to-work);  (8)  if  private  financing  is  sought,  commitment  of  funds,  cost  of 
funds  and  terms  to  the  City;  and  (9)  compliance  with  all  the  requirements  and  critena 
established  by  the  Department  head  in  the  request  for  proposals.  The  cost  criterion  shall 
constitute  not  less  than  sixt\'  percent  of  the  overall  evaluation. 

(G)  The  competitive  bid  requirements  of  this  Chapter  shall  not  apply  to  the  selection  of 
developers  under  this  Section  6.61 . 

(H)  Subject  to  paragraph  (I)  below,  the  department  head  is  authorized  to  negotiate  all 
proposed  contracts  necessary  or  appropriate  for  the  proposed  project  with  the  highest  ranked 
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developer.  If  the  department  head  determines  that  contract  negotiations  with  the  highest- 
ranked  developer  are  not  proceeding  satisfactorily,  the  department  head  may  terminate  such 
negotiations  and  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  next-highest-ranked  developer.  If  the 
department  head  deems  a  contract  to  have  successfully  been  negotiated  with  a  developer, 
the  department  head  may  then  recommend  such  proposed  contract  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  approval.  The  City  shall  retain  the  absolute  discretion  to  determine  not  to 
proceed  with  any  proposed  project,  which  right  may  be  exercised  without  liability  to 
developers  for  costs  incurred  during  the  entire  proposal  and  negotiation  process,  and  such 
rights  shall  be  reserved  in  all  requests  for  proposals. 

(I)  All  final  contracts  for  a  public  work  project  that  involve  a  design-build  and/or  finance 
program  shall  be  subiccf  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  resolution  subject  to  the  award 
provisions  of  Article  I  of  this  Chapter.  If  the  proposed  contract  involves  a  financing  program,  the 


Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  must  review  and  report  on  the  proposed  project 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  considers  the  proposed  resolution  concerning  the  contract  the  board, 
commission.  Mayor  or  his/her  desisnee  takes  any  action  with  respect  to  award  of  the  contract. 


(J)  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  a  department  head  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section  are  hereby  approved. 

Section  8.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Subsection  6.62(H),  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.62.  JOB  ORDER  CONTRACTS. 

The  job  order  contracting  system  ("JOC")  provides  for  an  indefinite  quantity  contract 
with  a  predefined  set  of  bid  items  that  are  assigned  on  a  periodic  or  task  order  basis  for  the 
performance  of  public  work  maintenance,  repair  and  minor  construction  projects.  The 
department  heads  authorized  to  execute  contracts  for  public  work  projects  are  authorized  to 
utilize  JOC  according  to  the  procedures  set  forth  below. 
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Each  JOC  contract  is  to  be  advertised  for  competitive  bids  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  set  forth  in  this  Chapter  and  awarded  to  the  responsible  bidder  who  submits  the 

lowest  responsive  bid. 

i^l    The  Advertisement  For  Bids  shall  include  unit  prices  and  detailed  technical 
specifications  for  each  construction  task  contemplated  to  be  performed  under  the  JOC 
contract.  Each  task  item  shall  include  direct  costs  for  material,  equipment  and  labor. 
Construction  tasks  shall  be  grouped  by  trade. 

[Cl    The  Advertisement  For  Bids  for  a  JOC  contract  shall  contain  the  City's  estimate 
regarding  the  percentage  of  work  under  the  JOC  contract  that  will  be  performed  by  each 
trade.  The  Human  Rights  Commission  shall  set  goals  for  MBE/WBE  subcontractor 
participation  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  Chapter  1 2D. A.  Calculation  of  whether  a 
contractor's  bid  has  met  the  goals  will  be  based  on  the  City's  estimate  of  the  amount  of  work 
that  will  be  performed  by  each  trade. 

(Dl    Contractor's  bid  shall  identify  by  trade  group  which  tasks  will  be  performed  by 
contractor  and  which  tasks  will  be  performed  under  subcontract.  Contractor  shall  identify  in  its 
bid  all  subcontractors  to  be  utilized,  including  the  subcontractors'  name,  business  tax 
registration  certificate  number,  license  number  and  the  location  of  the  place  of  business  of 
each  subcontractor.  Contractor  agrees  that  it  is  qualified  for  and  will  perform  with  its  own 
forces  work  of  all  trades  for  which  a  subcontractor  is  not  listed  in  the  bid.  This  paragraph 
supercedes  the  listing  requirements  of  Section  6.21  f,^/.  Substitutions  of  JOC  subcontractors 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  California  Public  Contract  Code  Section  4107.  Penalties  set  forth 
in  Administrative  Code  Sections  6.22  and  6.80  shall  apply  to  JOC  contracts  for  violation  of  this 
section. 

{Ei    Contractors  submitting  bids  on  the  JOC  contract  shall  state  in  their  bids  an 
adjustment  on  a  percentage  basis  either  increasing  or  decreasing  the  unit  prices  for  all 
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construction  tasks  set  forth  in  the  bid  documents.  There  may  be  a  single  adjustment  factor 
that  applies  to  all  tasks.  For  example,  an  adjustment  factor  of  25%  below  the  unit  prices 
stated  in  the  bid  documents  would  be  bid  as  .75.  All  of  the  contractor's  profit,  overhead  and 
indirect  costs  shall  be  included  in  the  adjusted  unit  prices. 

ffi    The  Advertisement  For  Bids  and  the  contract  specifications  shall  contain  a  maximum 
dollar  amount  of  the  JOC  contract,  which  maximum  amount  shall  not  exceed  three  million 
dollars.  The  cumulative  modifications  to  a  JOC  contract  shall  result  in  a  contract  sum  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred-fifty  percent  of  the  original  contract  amount. 

[Gi    JOC  contracts  shall  provide  for  an  expiration  term  of  not  more  than  three  years, 
including  all  modifications. 

(Hj_  Projects  will  be  assigned  under  the  JOC  contract  on  a  work  order  basis  at  the  sole 
discretion  of  the  department  head  concerned.  Except  for  departments  with  capital  programs 
over  $1  Billion.  Nno  work  order  shall  exceed  $200,000,  including  all  modifications.  For 


departments  with  capital  programs  over  $1  Billion,  no  work  order  shall  exceed  $400.000. 


including  all  modifications.  A  department  may  issue  or  modify  any  work  order(s)  to  exceed  the 


foresoins  limits  only  upon  the  department  head's  written  determination  establishing  the  urgency  of  the 


work  and  the  justi  fication  for  proceeding  under  this  Section  6.62  rather  than  by  formal  competitive 


process. 


(\}_fK  contractor  who  enters  into  a  JOC  contract  with  a  particular  City  department  is  not 
eligible  during  the  term  of  such  JOC  contract  to  submit  a  bid  on  a  subsequent  JOC  contract 
advertised  by  the  same  contracting  department;  however,  a  contractor  may  submit  a  bid  on  a 
subsequent  JOC  contract  advertised  by  the  same  contracting  department  if  the  contractor's 
existing  JOC  contract  will  expire  in  120  days  or  fewer  or  if  the  contractor  has  performed  work 
valued  by  the  City  in  an  amount  equal  to  or  exceeding  90%  of  the  maximum  dollar  amount  of 
the  existing  JOC  contract. 
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Section  9.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.64,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.64.  AS-NEEDED  CONTRACTS. 

A  department  head  authorized  to  execute  public  work  and  professional  service 
contracts  may  issue  an  Advertisement  For  Bids  for  construction  services  or  a  request  for 
proposals  or  qualifications  for  professional  services  on  an  as-needed  basis,  with  definite  or 
indefinite  quantities  of  work.  IVork  shall  he  assigned  on  a  contract  service  order  hasis  None  of  the 
requirements  of  this  Chapter  or  Administrative  Code  Chapters  12B,  12C  or  1 2D. A  are  waived 
for  as-needed  contracts. 

All  as-needed  contracts  shall  provide  for  a  not-to-exceed  price  and  an  expiration  term  of 
not  more  than  {4ireefive  years,  including  all  modifications.  However,  the  department  head  shall  not 
issue  any  new  contract  service  order  after  three  years  from  the  dale  of  award.  Additionally,  the 
cumulative  modifications  to  an  as-needed  contract  shall  result  in  a  contract  sum  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred-fifty  percent  of  the  original  contract  amount.

$200.000,  including  all  modifications.  For^partments  with  ca0ltaLpiograiIls_over  $1  Billion,  no 
contract  service  order  or  multiple  contract  service  orders,  as  deschbed  above,  shall 
cumulatively  exceed  $400.000.  including  all  modifications.  A  departmentjTiayjssue  or  modify 
any  contract  service  order(sj  to  exceed  the  foregoing  limits  onjy  upon  thiejepartment  hg^jj'g 
written  determination  establishing  the  urgency  of  the  work  and  the  justification  for  proceeding 
under  this  Section  6.64  rather  than  bv  formal  comBetitiye^process. 

The  department  heads  authonzed  to  execute  public  work  and  professional  seo/ice 
contracts  shall  report  guarterly  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  the  department's  use  of 
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as-needed  contracts  and  the  actual  amount  of  participation  of  MBE  and  WBE  subcontractors 
or  subconsultants  that  were  listed  on  prime  contractors'  bid(s)  or  proposal{s)  to  determine 
whether  MBEA/VBE  subcontracting  participation  goals  are  being  met  on  as-needed  contracts. 
Such  reports  shall  be  referred  to  a  Board  committee  for  public  hearing. 

Section  10.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  6.65,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.65.  CONTRACTING  FOR  ELEVATOR,  ESCALATOR.  ^£C/7/?/ry.  FIRE 
PROTECTION  OR  FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEMS  INSPECTION,  MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR 
WORK. 

The  department  heads  of  departments  empowered  to  contnicf  for  public  works  or  improvements 
are  authorized  to  execute  contracts  for  elevator,  escalator,  security  or  fire  alarm  serxicc  inspection, 
maintenance  and  repair  work  ("special  services")  in  accordance  with  the  following  procedures: 

(A)  The  competitive  hid  requirements  of  this  Chapter  shall  not-apply  to  the  procurement  of 
contracts  for  special  services.  The  department  head -may  negoti&tc  contracts  for  the  service  of  existing 
elevators,  escalators  or  fire  alarm  systems  with  the  manufacturer  of  the  elevators  to  he  serviced  or  may 
seek  bids  for  such  work.  Prior  to  commencing  such  negotiations,  the  department  head  must  first  obtain 
approval  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Mayor's  designee  or  the  board  or  commission,  as  appropriate. 

(B)  The  determination  for  award  of  special  service  contracts -shall  be  based  on  expertise,  quality 
of  work  and  economical  pricing. 

(C)  Special  service  contracts  shall  provide  for  an  expiration  term  of  not  more  than  three  years. 
At  the  end  of  the,  contract  period,  the  department  head  may  elect  to  renew  the  contract  for  a  period  of 
not  more  than  two  years  or  to  initiate  a  new  procurement  process  for  special  services  pursuant  to  this 

Department  heads  who  are  authorized  to  execute  public  work  contracts  under  this  Chapter  are 
hereby  authorized  to  award  contracts  for  the  inspection,  maintenance  and  repair  services  of  existing 
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elevator,  escalator,  security,  fire  protection  or  fire  alarm  systems  ("special  services")  in  accordance 

with  the  following  procedures: 

(A)  The  department  shall  award  master  agreement  contracts,  on  an  "if-and-as-needed"  basis  to 
special  service  providers  who  can  establish  experience,  expertise,  and  quality  of  work.  A  potential 
special  service  provider  may  apply  for  a  master  agreement  under  this  section  by  providing  the 
department  with  a  statement  of  its  experience  and  qualifications  and  other  information  as  requested  by 
the  department.  Within  60  days  of  receiving  such  infornuition.  the  department  shall  advise  the 
applicant  of  its  eligibility  for  award  of  a  master  agreement.  Master  agreements  for  special  services 
shall  conform  to  //;ejnsurance.  indemnification  anctpreyailinq  wage  requirements  of  section  6  22 
of  this  Chapter.  Master  agreements  shall  provide  for  an  expiration  term  of  not  more  than  five  years 
from  the  date  of  award,  including  all  modifications. 

(B)  For  performance  of  specific  tasks,  the  department  shall  seek  price  (/uotations  from  at  least 
three  of  the  special  service  providers  with  master  agreements.  The  department  shall  issue  a  contract 
sen'ice  order  for  the  work  to  the  provider  submitting  the  lowest  quotation,  except  as  provided  below. 
In  the  event  that  the  department  is  unable  to  obtain  three  quotations,  the  department  head  shall  base 
the  issuance  of  the  contract  service  order  on  the  quote  or  quotes  received.  If  the  department  head 
believes  that  the  public  interest  would  best  be  scn  ed  by  acceptins  other  than  the  lov.  est  quotation,  he 
or  she  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  quotation  that  in  his  or  her  discretion  will  best  ser\'e  the 
public  interest.  The  department  head  fuay  reject  any  and  all  quotations  and  request  new  quotations.

property  asset  management  recommendations.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1 .  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  23.8  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  23.8   ANNUAL  REAL  PROPERTY  REPORTING  AND  PLANNING. 

(a)      All  City  departments  shall  report  to  the  Director  of  Property  annually,  no  later 
than  ninety  (90)  days  before  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  physical  condition,  current 
utilization  and  department  contact  information  for  real  property  and  facilities  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  such  department  on  a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  Director  of  Property.  Such 
information  shall  be  summarized  and  maintained  by  the  Director  of  Property  in  an  Annual  Real 
Property  and  Facility  Report,  and  relevant  portions  of  such  information  shall  be  included  in  the 
Real  Estate  Information  System  (REIS)  located  on  the  Real  Estate  Division  s  intranet 
website.  The  Annual  Real  Property  and  Facility  Report  shall  include  a  limited  Real  Estate 
Asset  Management  Plan  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year  with  the  Director  of  Property's 
recommendations  regarding  specified  City  real  property  assets,  including  facility  maintenance 
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and  management,  capita!  repairs,  and  potential  acquisitions  or  dispositions  (subject  to  the 
Surplus  Property  Ordinance  and  other  City  requirements),  with  the  intent  of  increasing  the 
City's  efficient  utilization  of  its  real  property  assets. 

(b)  Each  City  department  with  jurisdiction  over  real  property  shall  assign  a  real 
property  and  facilities  staff  person  to  work  with  the  Real  Estate  Division  in  the  timely  reporting 
of  information  as  required  by  this  section.  This  staff  person  shall,  following  the  Director  of 
Property's  approval,  cause  the  appropriate  data  to  be  entered  in  the  Real  Estate  Division's 
REIS. 

(c)  The  Director  of  Property  shall  present  the  Annual  Real  Property  and  Facility 
Report,  including  the  Asset  Management  Plan,  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Upon  the  Board 
of  Supervisors'  approval  of  the  Asset  Management  Plan,  the  Director  of  Property  shall, 
consistent  with  his  or  her  authority  and  working  with  applicable  City  departments,  implement 
the  recommendations  in  the  Asset  Management  Plan  subject  to  any  required  City  approvals 
following  environmental  review. 

(d)  Each  fiscal  year  the  Director  of  Property  shall  include  in  his  or  her  proposed 
budget  sufficient  funds  to  maintain  the  REIS,  and  to  perform  the  tasks  contemplated  by  the 
Asset  Management  Plan.

[Reenacting  a  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Program.] 

Emergency  ordinance  reenacting  a  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Program  set 
forth  in  Chapter  14A  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  suspending  Chapter 
12D.A;  providing  for  data  collection  to  ensure  nondiscrimination  in  City  contracting; 
and  adopting  a  declaration  of  emergency.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.     Declaration  of  Emergency  under  Section  2.107  of  the  San  Francisco 
Charter. 

Section  2.107  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  authorizes  passage  of  an  emergency 
ordinance  in  cases  of  public  emergency  affecting  life,  health,  property,  or  for  the  uninterrupted 
operation  of  any  City  or  County  department  or  office  required  to  comply  with  time  limitations 
as  established  by  law.  The  Charter  provides  that  an  emergency  ordinance  may  be  reenacted 
upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  applicable  to  its  initial  enactment.  The  Board  of 
Supen/isors  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  an  actual  emergency  exists  that  requires  the 
passage  of  this  Emergency  Ordinance.  This  emergency  declaration  is  based  on  the  following: 

1 .       The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  its  departments  are  engaged  on  an 
ongoing  basis  in  a  large  number  of  public  services  and  projects  that  are  vital  to  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  San  Francisco  and  its  citizens,  such  as  the  construction  and  repair  of 
energy,  water,  and  transportation  equipment  and  facilities,  and  the  provision  of  social, 
medical,  public  safety  and  other  services  to  San  Franciscans.  Many  of  these  sen/ices  and 
projects  are  required  or  authorized  by  law. 

Supervisor  Ammiano  ,r-MTQ  DFPT 
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2.  In  order  to  perform  these  sen/ices  and  accomplish  these  projects,  the  City  often 
enters  into  contracts  with  outside  entities.  The  ability  to  bid,  negotiate,  award  and  enforce 
contracts  in  a  timely  manner  is  often  critical  to  the  accomplishment  of  public  projects  and 
services.  In  order  to  receive  funding  and/or  secure  or  maintain  legal  authorization  to  proceed, 
the  City  may  be  under  an  obligation  to  execute  projects  or  deliver  services  according  to  a 
determined  timeline.  Failure  to  meet  these  requirements  may  jeopardize  receipt  of  funding  or 
authority  to  proceed  with  a  needed  project  or  service.  Failure  to  proceed  in  a  timely  manner 
with  public  projects  and  services  may  jeopardize  public  health  and  safety,  or  damage  public 
property. 

3.  On  July  26,  2004,  in  Coral  Construction,  Inc.  v.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (Sup.  Ct.  No.  421249),  the  San  Francisco  Superior  Court  entered  an  order 
enjoining  the  City  from  enforcing  or  attempting  to  enforce  substantial  provisions  of  the  City's 
MinorityA/Vomen/Local  Business  Utilization  Ordinance.  The  injunction  became  effective 
immediately. 

4.  Because  of  uncertainty  over  the  scope  and  effect  of  the  injunction,  and  in  order 
to  continue  contracting  for  vital  public  projects  and  services,  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  adopted 
an  emergency  ordinance  establishing  an  interim  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise 
Program. 

5.  The  Court  subsequently  denied  the  City's  requests  for  an  automatic  or 
discretionary  stay  of  the  injunction.  On  August  23,  2004,  the  Court  issued  an  order  that 
clarified  the  scope  of  the  injunction.  As  clarified,  the  injunction  prohibits  the  City  from 
enforcing  identified  sections  of  the  12D.A  ordinance  in  conjunction  with  any  contract  for  which 
"bids  or  proposals  are  advertised  or  solicited  on  or  after  July  26,  2004." 

6.  The  City  is  appealing  the  Superior  Court's  injunction.  At  the  same  time  that  the 
City  is  pursuing  relief  through  the  courts,  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  City 
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departments,  along  with  interested  members  of  the  public,  are  working  to  develop  a 
permanent  replacement  for  the  MinorityA/Vomen/Local  Business  Utilization  Ordinance  to  be 
used  if  relief  through  the  courts  is  not  forthcoming.  Because  public  contracting  legislation 
raises  complex  issues  of  policy,  administration  and  law,  additional  time  is  needed  to  finalize 
permanent  legislation.  Failure  to  extend  the  emergency  ordinance  will  cause  confusion  and 
could  disrupt  vital  contracting  processes.  Accordingly,  the  Board  finds  and  declares  that  a 
continuing  emergency  exists  that  requires  this  ordinance  to  become  effective  immediately. 
This  emergency  ordinance  will  ensure  that  the  City  and  its  departments  are  able  to  comply 
with  time  limits  established  by  law  for  entehng  into  contracts  and  performing  vanous  public 
works  and  functions,  and  will  safeguard  public  health,  safety  and  property. 

Section  2.     The  following  sections  of  emergency  ordinance  number  208-04.  which 
was  enacted  on  August  1 1 ,  2004,  are  hereby  reenacted  as  provided  under  Section  2. 1 07  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter:  Section  1  (amending  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  by 
adding  Chapter  14A  to  establish  a  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Program  and  suspend 
Chapter  12D.A),  and  Section  4  (providing  for  data  collection  to  ensure  nondiscrimination  in 
City  contracting). 

This  ordinance  shad  become  effective  and  operative  immediately  upon  passage,  and 
shall  expire  on  the  61st  day  following  passage  unless  reenacted  as  provided  by  Section  2.107 
of  the  San  Francisco  Charter.

[Zoning  -  Interim  Moratorium  on  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries  ] 

Urgency  ordinance  approving  an  interim  zoning  moratorium  throughout  the  City  for  45 
days  on  clubs  or  dispensaries  where  marijuana  is  grown,  purchased  or  distributed  with 
a  medical  recommendation  and  making  required  findings,  including  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  and 
environmental  findings. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Findings, 
(a)  General  Findings. 

(1)  In  1996,  the  voters  of  the  State  of  California  approved  Proposition  215  (codified  as 
Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  1 1362.5  et  seg.  and  entitled  "The  Comoassionate  Use  Act  of 
1996")  to  enable  persons  who  are  in  need  of  marijuana  for  specified  medical  purposes  to 
obtain  and  use  marijuana  under  limited,  specified  circumstances.  The  State  legislature  also 
enacted  SB  420  to  clarify  the  scope  of  the  Compassionate  Use  Act  of  1996.  allowing  cities 
and  other  governing  bodies  to  adopt  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  laws  consistent  with 


(2)  in  December  of  2001 ,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  012006. 
declaring  San  Francisco  to  be  a  "Sanctuary  for  Medical  Cannabis." 

(3)  In  November  of  2002,  the  City's  voters  passed  Proposition  S,  a  declaration  of 
policy  directing  the  City  to  "explore  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  program  whereoy  the  City 
would  grow  medical  cannabis  and  distribute  it  to  patients  attempting  to  exercise  their  rights 
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under  Proposition  215."  Since  the  passage  of  Proposition  S,  the  City  has  witnessed  a 
dramatic  increase  of  unregulated  medical  cannabis  dispensaries. 

(4)  In  2002  there  were  approximately  2,200  individuals  registered  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Health's  Medical  Cannabis  Voluntary  Identification  Card  Program  and  there  are  now 
over  7,000  individuals  enrolled. 

(5)  As  of  March  2005,  there  are  approximately  35  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  in 
operation  in  the  City,  with  approximately  another  10  clubs  scheduled  to  open  later  this  year. 

(6)  The  proliferation  of  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  has  had  attendant  health,  safety 
and  welfare  consequences  that  were  not  anticipated  at  the  time  that  zoning  determinations 
were  made  permitting  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  to  operate  subject  to  a  conditional  use 
permit  in  some  areas  of  the  City,  and  as  of  right  in  others. 

(7)  There  are  currently  no  comprehensive  City  laws  regulating  or  monitoring  medical 
cannabis  dispensaries. 

(9)  The  healthy  coexistence  of  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  and  surrounding 
neighborhoods  is  in  the  best  interest  of  residents  of  the  City. 

(10)  A  moratorium  will  provide  the  City  the  time  to  draft  and  adopt  laws,  consistent  with 
the  Compassionate  Use  Act  of  1996  and  SB  420,  that  will  regulate  the  location  and  operation 
of  medical  cannabis  dispensaries,  while  still  allowing  for  the  operation  of  legally  existing 
medical  cannabis  dispensaries  to  guarantee  that  patients,  their  caregivers  and  physicians 
have  access  medical  cannabis. 

(b)  Findings  related  to  imposition  of  an  interim  moratorium. 

(1)  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning  controls 
to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preserving  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail 
uses;  preserving  residential  neighborhoods  and  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial 
uses  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  character  of  such  neighborhoods  and  areas;  developing 
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and  conserving  the  City's  commerce  and  industry  to  maintain  the  City's  economic  vitality,  and 
maintaining  adequate  services  for  its  residents,  visitors,  businesses  and  institutions. 

(2)  These  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  address  and  ameliorate  the  problems 
and  conditions  associated  with  the  proliferation  in  the  City  of  clubs  and  dispensaries  where 
marijuana  is  grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  by  imposing  a 
temporary  moratorium  on  new  dispensaries  and  clubs. 

(3)  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace,  and 
general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  in  this  ordinance  were  not  imposed. 

(4)  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by  imposing 
these  interim  controls  at  this  time  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  scheme  that  may  be  ultimately 
adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative  process  for  permanent  controls, 
which  process  shall  be  conducted  within  a  reasonable  time. 

(c)  Planning  Code  Section  101 ,1  Findings. 

This  interim  zoning  moratorium  advances  and  is  consistent  with  Priority  Policies  1 .  2 
and  5  of  the  Planning  Code  section  101.1  in  that  they  attempt  to  conserve  a  diverse  economic 
base  and  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  and  neighborhood  character  and  that  is  a 
primary  purpose  of  this  legislation.  With  respect  to  Priority  Policies  3,4,6.7  and  8,  the  Board 
finds  that  the  interim  zoning  moratorium  does  not,  at  this  time,  have  an  effect  upon  these 
policies,  and  thus,  will  not  conflict  with  such  policies. 

(d)  Environmental  Findings. 

The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq.).  Such  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     ^^^^^'^        and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 
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Section  2.  The  following  interim  zoning  moratorium  shall  be  adopted  as  an  Urgency 
Ordinance: 

(a)  No  permit  shall  be  issued  to  allow  for  the  opening  or  operation  of  a  Medical 
Cannabis  Dispensary,  as  defined  below. 

(b)  For  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  in  an  RH  (Residential,  House),  RM  (Residential, 
Mixed)  or  RC  (Residential,  Commercial)  district  of  the  City,  a  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensary 
shall  be  a  club  or  dispensary  where  marijuana  is  grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a 
medical  recommendation  and  classified  as  a  social  sen/ice  or  philanthropic  facility  as  set  forth 
in  Planning  Code  Section  209.3(d),  or  a  club  or  dispensary  where  marijuana  is  grown, 
purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  and  classified  as  a  private 
clubhouse  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  209.4(b). 

(c)  For  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  in  a  Neighborhood  Commercial  or  Mixed-Use 
district  of  the  City,  a  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensary  shall  be  a  dub  or  dispensary  where 
marijuana  is  grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  and  classified 
as  an  assembly  or  social  service  use  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Sections  790.50(a)  and 
890.50(a). 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  in  a  C  (Commercial)  or  M  (Industrial)  district  of 
the  City,  a  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensary  shall  be  a  club  or  dispensary  where  marijuana  is 
grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  and  classified  as  an 
assembly  or  social  service  use  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  217(d). 

(e)  This  interim  moratorium  shall  remain  in  effect  for  (i)  45  days  from  passage,  which  is 
the  maximum  initial  period  allowed  unless  extended  in  accordance  with  California 
Government  Code  section  65858  or  (ii)  until  permanent  controls  are  adopted  to  address  the 
proliferation  of  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries,  whichever  first  occurs. 
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Section  3.  Within  25  days  of  the  Board's  approval  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Planning 
Department  shall  submit  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  a  written  report  describing  the  measures 
taken  to  alleviate  the  conditions  that  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  Ordinance.  Upon  receipt  of  the 
report,  the  Clerk  shall  calendar  a  motion  for  the  full  Board  to  consider  and  approve  said  report. 
Such  hearing  and  the  action  taken  thereon  shall  be  no  later  than  35  days  after  this  Ordinance 
is  finally  adopted.

Neighborhood  Commercial  District.] 

Ordinance  to  amend  the  Planning  Code  by  amending  section  703.3  to  prohibit  formula 
retail  uses  in  the  North  Beach  Neighborhood  Commercial  District  and  making  findings 
of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1  and  the 
General  Plan. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  the  Board  of  Supeo/isors  finds  that  this 
ordinance  will  serve  the  public  necessity,  convenience  and  welfare. 

(b)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  1 01 . 1 ,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this 
ordinance  is  consistent  with  the  Priority  Policies  of  Section  101 .1  (b)  of  the  Planning  Code  and 
with  the  General  Plan. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
703.3,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  703.3  Formula  Retail  Uses 
(a)  Findings 

(1)      San  Francisco  is  a  city  of  diverse  and  distinct  neighborhoods  identified  in  large 
part  by  the  character  of  their  commercial  areas. 
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(2)  San  Francisco  needs  to  protect  its  vibrant  small  business  sector  and  create  a 
supportive  environment  for  new  small  business  innovations.  One  of  the  eight  Priority  Policies 
of  the  City's  General  Plan  resolves  that  "existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses  be 
preserved  and  enhanced  and  future  opportunities  for  resident  employment  in  and  ownership 
of  such  businesses  enhanced." 

(3)  Retail  uses  are  the  land  uses  most  critical  to  the  success  of  the  City's 
commercial  districts. 

(4)  Formula  retail  businesses  are  increasing  in  number  in  San  Francisco,  as  they 
are  in  cities  and  towns  across  the  country. 

(5)  Money  earned  by  independent  businesses  is  more  likely  to  circulate  within  the 
local  neighborhood  and  City  economy  than  the  money  earned  by  formula  retail  businesses 
which  often  have  corporate  offices  and  vendors  located  outside  of  San  Francisco. 

(6)  Formula  retail  businesses  can  have  a  competitive  advantage  over  independent 
operators  because  they  are  typically  better  capitalized  and  can  absorb  larger  startup  costs, 
pay  more  for  lease  space,  and  commit  to  longer  lease  contracts.  This  can  put  pressure  on 
existing  businesses  and  potentially  price  out  new  startup  independent  businesses. 

(7)  San  Francisco  is  one  of  a  very  few  major  urban  centers  in  the  state  in  which 
housing,  shops,  work  places,  schools,  parks  and  civic  facilities  intimately  co-exist  to  create 
strong  identifiable  neighborhoods.  The  neighborhood  streets  invite  walking  and  bicycling  and 
the  City's  mix  of  architecture  contributes  to  a  strong  sense  of  neighborhood  community  within 
the  larger  City  community. 

(8)  Notwithstanding  the  marketability  of  a  retailer's  goods  or  services  or  the  visual 
attractiveness  of  the  storefront,  the  standardized  architecture,  color  schemes,  decor  and 
signage  of  many  formula  retail  businesses  can  detract  from  the  distinctive  character  of  certain 
neighborhood  commercial  districts. 
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(9)  The  increase  of  formula  retail  businesses  in  the  City's  neighborhood  commercial 
areas,  if  not  monitored  and  regulated,  will  hamper  the  City's  goal  of  a  diverse  retail  base  with 
distinct  neighborhood  retailing  personalities  comprised  of  a  mix  of  businesses.  Specifically, 
the  unregulated  and  unmonitored  establishment  of  additional  formula  retail  uses  may  unduly 
limit  or  eliminate  business  establishment  opportunities  for  smaller  or  mediunn-sized 
businesses,  many  of  which  tend  to  be  non-traditional  or  unique,  and  unduly  skew  the  mix  of 
businesses  towards  national  retailers  in  lieu  of  local  or  regional  retailers,  thereby  decreasing 
the  diversity  of  merchandise  available  to  residents  and  visitors  and  the  diversity  of  purveyors 
of  merchandise. 

(1 0)  If,  in  the  future,  neighborhoods  determine  that  the  needs  of  their  neighborhood 
commercial  districts  are  better  served  by  eliminating  the  notice  requirements  for  proposed 
formula  retail  uses,  by  converting  formula  retail  uses  into  conditional  uses  in  their  district,  or 
by  prohibiting  formula  retail  uses  in  their  district,  they  can  propose  legislation  to  do  so. 

(b)      Formula  Retail  Use 

Formula  retail  use  is  hereby  defined  as  a  type  of  retail  sales  activity  or  retail  sales 
establishment  which,  along  with  eleven  or  more  other  retail  sales  establishments  located  in 
the  United  States,  maintains  two  or  more  of  the  following  features:  a  standardized  array  of 
merchandise,  a  standardized  fagade,  a  standardized  decor  and  color  scheme,  a  uniform 
apparel,  standardized  signage,  a  trademark  or  a  sen/icemark. 

(1)  Standardized  array  of  merchandise  shall  be  defined  as  50%  or  more  of  in-stock 
merchandise  from  a  single  distributor  bearing  uniform  markings. 

(2)  Trademark  shall  be  defined  as  a  word,  phrase,  symbol  or  design,  or  a 
combination  or  words,  phrases,  symbols  or  designs  that  identifies  and  distinguishes  the 
source  of  the  goods  from  one  party  from  those  of  others. 
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(3)  Servicemark  shall  be  defined  as  word,  phrase,  symbol  or  design,  or  a 
combination  or  words,  phrases,  symbols  or  designs  that  identifies  and  distinguishes  the 
source  of  a  service  from  one  party  from  those  of  others. 

(4)  Decor  shall  be  defined  as  the  style  of  interior  finishings,  which  may  include 
but  is  not  limited  to,  style  of  furniture,  wallcoverings  or  permanent  fixtures. 

(5)  Color  Scheme  shall  be  defined  as  selection  of  colors  used  throughout,  such  as 
on  the  furnishings,  permanent  fixtures,  and  wallcoverings,  or  as  used  on  the  fa9ade. 

(6)  Fa9ade  shall  be  defined  as  the  face  or  front  of  a  building,  including  awnings, 
looking  onto  a  street  or  an  open  space. 

(7)  Uniform  Apparel  shall  be  defined  as  standardized  items  of  clothing  including  but 
not  limited  to  standardized  aprons,  pants,  shirts,  smocks  or  dresses,  hat,  and  pins  (other  than 
nametags)  as  well  as  standardized  colors  of  clothing. 

(8)  Signage  shall  be  defined  as  business  sign  pursuant  to  Section  602.3  of  the 
Planning  Code. 

(c)  "Retail  sales  activity  or  retail  sales  establishment"  shall  include  the  following 
uses,  as  defined  in  Article  7  of  this  code:  "bar,"  "drive-up  facility,"  "eating  and  drinking  use," 
"liquor  store,"  "restaurant,  large  fast-food,"  "restaurant,  small  self-service,"  "restaurant,  full- 
service,"  "sales  and  service,  other  retail,"  "sales  and  service,  retail,"  "movie  theatre,"  "video 
store,"  "amusement  and  game  arcade,"  and  "take-out  food." 

(d)  Formula  Retail  Uses  Permitted.  Any  use  permitted  in  a  Neighborhood 
Commercial  District,  which  is  also  a  "formula  retail  use"  as  defined  in  this  section,  is  hereby 
permitted. 

(e)  Formula  Retail  Uses  Prohibited.  Notwithstanding  subsection  (d),  any  use 
permitted  in  the  Hayes-Gough  Neighborhood  Commercial  District,  or  the  North  Beach 
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Neishhorhood  Commercial  Disfricf,  which  is  also  a  "formula  retail  use"  as  defined  in  this  section, 
is  hereby  prohibited. 

(f)  Conditional  Uses.  Notwithstanding  subsections  (d)  or  (e),  any  use  permitted  in 
the  Neighborhood  Commercial  Cluster  Districts  located  at  Cole  and  Carl  Streets  (Block  1267, 
Lot  9,  Block  1268,  Lots  26,  27,  29,  and  29,  Block  1271 ,  Lots  24,  24A,  24B,  25  and  26,  Block 
1272,  Lots  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  Block  1278,  Lot  22),  and  at  Parnassus  and  Stanyan  Streets 
(Block  1276,  Lot  21),  which  is  also  a  "formula  retail  use"  as  defined  in  this  section,  is  hereby 
permitted  only  as  a  conditional  use.  Additional  criteria  to  be  used  by  the  Planning 
Commission  when  considering  granting  conditional  use  permits  to  formula  retail  uses  in  these 
districts  are  listed  in  Section  303(i.) 

(g)  Neighborhood  Commercial  Notification  and  Design  Review.  After  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance,  any  building  permit  application  for  a  use  permitted  in  a  Neighborhood 
Commercial  District  which  is  also  a  "formula  retail  use"  as  defined  m  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  the  neighborhood  commercial  notification  and  design  review  procedures  of  Section 
312  of  this  Code. 

(h)  Discretionary  Review  Guidelines.  The  Planning  Commission  shall  develop  and 
adopt  guidelines,  which  it  shall  employ  when  considering  any  request  for  discretionan/  review 
made  pursuant  to  this  section.  These  guidelines  shall  include  but  are  not  limited  to 
consideration  of  the  following  factors: 

(1 )  Existing  concentrations  of  formula  retail  uses  within  the  neighborhood 
commercial  district 

(2)  Availability  of  other  similar  retail  uses  within  the  neighborhood  commercial 

district. 

(3)  Compatibility  of  the  proposed  formula  retail  use  with  the  existing  architectural 
and  aesthetic  character  of  the  neighborhood  commercial  district. 
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(4)  Existing  retail  vacancy  rates  within  the  neighborhood  commercial  district. 

(5)  Existing  mix  of  Citywide-serving  retail  uses  and  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses 
within  the  neighborhood  commercial  district. 

(i)      Determination  of  Formula  Retail  Use.  After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance, 
in  those  areas  in  which  "formula  retail  uses"  are  prohibited,  any  building  permit  application 
determined  by  the  City  to  be  for  a  "formula  retail  use"  that  does  not  identify  the  use  as  a 
"formula  retail  use"  is  incomplete  and  cannot  be  processed  until  the  omission  is  corrected. 
Any  building  permit  approved  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  that  is  determined  by 
the  City  to  have  been,  at  the  time  of  application,  for  a  "formula  retail  use"  that  did  not  identify 
the  use  as  a  "formula  retail  use"  is  subject  to  revocation  at  any  time. 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  in  those  areas  in  which  "formula  retail  uses" 
are  subject  to  the  Neighborhood  Commercial  Notification  and  Design  Review  provisions  of 
subsection  (e),  any  building  permit  application  determined  by  the  City  to  be  for  a  "formula 
retail  use"  that  does  not  identify  the  use  as  a  "formula  retail  use"  is  incomplete  and  cannot  be 
processed  until  the  omission  is  corrected.  After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  any 
building  permit  approved  that  is  determined  by  the  City  to  be  for  a  "formula  retail  use"  that 
does  not  identify  the  use  as  a  "formula  retail  use"  must  complete  the  Neighborhood 
Commercial  Notification  and  Design  Review  required  in  subsection  (e). 

If  the  City  determines  that  a  building  permit  application  or  building  permit  subject  to  this 
section  of  the  Code  is  for  a  "formula  retail  use,"  the  building  permit  applicant  or  holder  bears 
the  burden  of  proving  to  the  City  that  the  proposed  or  existing  use  is  not  a  "formula  retail  use." 

Section  3.  The  Planning  Department  concluded  environmental  review  of  this  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act.  Documentation  of  that  review  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  041071 ,

Section  1.  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  Finding.  The  Planning 
Department  has  determined  this  legislation  to  be  exempt  from  environmental  review  under 
CEQA  pursuant  to  the  letter  dated  12-22-04  contained  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File 

No.  041748  . 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Sections  56.2  and  56.3,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  56.2.  PURPOSE  AND  APPLICABILITY. 

(a)  The  purpose  of  this  Chapter  is  to  strengthen  the  public  planning  process  by 
encouraging  private  participation  in  the  achievement  of  comprehensive  planning  goals  and 
reducing  the  economic  costs  of  development.  A  development  agreement  reduces  the  risks 
associated  with  development,  thereby  enhancing  the  City's  ability  to  obtain  public  benefits 
beyond  those  achievable  through  existing  ordinances  and  regulations.  To  accomplish  this 
purpose  the  procedures,  requirements  and  other  provisions  of  this  Chapter  are  necessary  to 
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provision  of  housing,  employment  and  small  business  opportunities  to  all  segments  of  the 
community  including  low  income  persons,  minorities  and  women),  to  ensure  provision  for 
adequate  public  services  and  facilities  at  the  least  economic  cost  to  the  public,  and  to  ensure 
community  participation  in  determining  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  benefits  and  costs 
associated  with  development. 

(b)      Such  agreements  shall  only  be  used  for  (1)  affordable  housing  developments,  e¥ 
(2)  large  multi-phase  and/or  mixed-use  developments  involving  public  improvements, 
services,  or  facilities  installations;  requiring  several  years  to  complete,  as  defined  below  in 
Section  56.3,  or  a  housing  development  with  a  nnninnim  of  1 .000  unils.  as  defined  helow  in  Section

SEC.  56.3.  DEFINITIONS.

(a)      "Affordable  housing  development"  shall  mean  for  purposes  of  Section  56.2(b)(1). 
any  housing  development  which  has  a  minimum  of  30  percent  of  its  units  affordable  to  low 
income  households,  and  a  total  of  60  percent  of  its  units  affordable  to  households,  as  defined 
by  the  U.S.  Census,  whose  immediate  household  income  does  not  exceed  1 20  percent  of  the 
median  household  income  for  the  San  Francisco  Primary  Metropolitan  Stat:stical  Area,  with 
the  remaining  40  percent  of  its  units  unrestricted  as  to  affordability.  For  purposes  of  this 
definition  of  "affordable  housing  development,"  "low  income"  shall  mean  the  income  of 
households,  as  defined  by  the  U.S.  Census  whose  immediate  household  income  does  not 
exceed  80  percent  of  the  median  household  income  for  the  San  Francisco  Primary 
Metro^olit^  Statistical  Area.  "Median  household  income"  for  the  San  Francisco  Primao/ 
Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  shall  be  as  determined  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  and  adjusted  according  to  the  determination  of  that  Department  and 
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published  from  time  to  time.  In  the  event  that  such  income  determinations  are  no  longer 
published  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  median  household  inconne 
shall  mean  the  median  gross  yearly  income  of  a  household  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  adjusted  for  household  size,  as  published  periodically  by  the  California  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development.  Such  affordable  housing  development  may  include 
neighborhood  commercial  facilities  which  are  physically  and  financially  an  integral  part  of  the 
affordable  housing  project  and  which  will  provide  services  to  local  residents. 

(b)  "Applicant/Developer"  shall  mean  a  person  or  entity  who  has  legal  or  equitable 
interest  in  the  real  property  which  is  the  subject  of  the  proposed  or  executed  development 
agreement  for  an  "affordable  housing  development '  or  a  "large  multi-phase  and/or  mixed-use 
development,"  as  those  terms  are  defined  herein,  or  such  person's  or  entity's  authorized  agent 
or  successor  in  interest;  provided,  however,  that  an  entity  which  is  subject  to  the  requirements 
of  City  Planning  Code  Section  304.5  relating  to  institutional  master  plans  does  not  qualify  as 
an  applicant  for  a  development  agreement.

(d)  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

(e)  "Director"  shall  mean  the  Director  of  Planning. 
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(f)        "Housins  development  with  a  miinnnun  of  1 .000  units"  shall  mean  a  proposed 
residential  development  project  which:  (I)  is  on  a  site  which  exceeds  two  and  one-half  acres  in  area. 
(2)  includes  two  or  more  buildings  to  he  constructed  on  the  site,  and  (3)  includes  a  proposal  for 
constructing  or  participating  in  providing,  either  off-site  or  on-site,  public  improvements,  faciliiies.  or 
services  beyond  those  achievable  through  existing  ordinances  and  regulations. 

(0  (gi  "Large  multi-phase  and/or  mixed-use  development"  shall  mean  a  proposed 
development  project  which:  (1)  is  on  a  site  which  exceeds  five  acres  in  area,  (2)  includes  two 
or  more  buildings  to  be  constructed  sequentially  on  the  site,  and  (3)  includes  a  proposal  for 
constructing  or  participating  in  providing,  either  off-site  or  on-site,  public  improvements, 
facilities,  or  services  beyond  those  achievable  through  existing  ordinances  and  regulations. 

{gjJM  "Material  modification"  shall  mean  any  proposed  amendment  or  modification  to 
either  a  proposed  development  agreement  approved  by  the  Commission,  or  a  previously 
executed  development  agreement,  which  amendment  or  modification  is  otherv/ise  required  by 
the  terms  of  the  development  agreement,  which  changes  any  provision  thereof  regarding  the 
following:  (1)  duration  of  the  agreement;  (2)  permitted  uses  of  the  subject  property;  (3)  density 
or  intensity  of  the  permitted  uses;  (4)  location,  height  or  size  of  any  structures,  buildings,  or 
major  features;  (5)  resen/ation  or  dedication  of  land;  (6)  any  conditions,  terms,  restrictions  and 
requirements  relating  to  subsequent  discretionary  actions  as  to  design,  improvements, 
construction  standards  and  specifications;  (7)  any  other  condition  or  covenant  relating  to  the 
financing  or  phasing  of  the  development  which  substantially  modifies  the  use  of  the  p-'operty, 
the  phasing  of  the  development,  or  the  consideration  exchanged  between  the  parties  as 
recited  in  the  proposed  development  agreement;  (8)  the  type,  number,  affordability  level, 
and/or  tenure  of  any  proposed  affordable  housing  as  well  as  any  change  as  to  performance  of 
such  public  benefits,  including  but  not  limited  to  timing,  phasing,  method  of  performance  or 
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parties  involved;  or  (9)  any  other  terms  or  conditions  of  the  developnnent  agreement  if  the 
developnnent  agreement  provides  that  amendment  of  said  specified  term  or  condition  would 
be  a  material  modification.

Ordinance  amending  Part  II,  Chapter  X,  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  (Public  Works) 
Code  by  adding  Sections  1410-1^131414,  requiring  permanently  affixed  signs  on 
shopping  carts,  requiring  businesses  with  carts  to  post  signs  prohibiting  removal  from 
premises  and  to  secure  all  carts  during  hours  business  is  closed. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  1 .  Chapter  X  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  (Public  Works)  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  Sections  1410  to  444^1414,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1410.  Signage  Required  on  Carts.  No  business  shall  supply  carts  for  use  by  its 
customers  unless  the  cart  has  permanently  affixed  on  it  a  sign  that  contains  the  followinq 
information: 

(a)  Identification  of  the  owner  of  the  cart  or  the  business  providing  the  cart  for  use  or  both; 

(b)  Identification  of  the  procedures  to  be  utilized  for  authorized  removal  of  the  cart  from  the 
premises  or  parking  area: 

(c)  Notification  that  removal  of  the  cart  from  the  premises  or  parking  area  of  the  business 
establishment  and/or  the  unauthorized  possession  of  the  cart  is  a  violation  of  state  law, 
and 

(d)  A  valid  telephone  number  or  address  for  returning  the  cart  to  the  owner  or  business 
providing  the  cart. 

 Sec.  1411.  Mandatory  Signage  on  Premises.  Even/  business  that  owns  or  provides

Ordinance  amending  San  Francisco  Municipal  (Police)  Code  Part  II,  Chapter  VII 
Sections  974.1,  974.4,  974.10,  974.11,  974.12,  974.14,  974.15,  974.21  and  974.22.  and  by 
renumbering  and  amending  974.10-1,  to  align  definitions  to  those  of  the  California 
Business  and  Professions  Code  and  to  define  "buy  book",  require  that  a  permit 
applicant  include  additional  information  in  the  permit  application,  including  a 
requirement  that  a  permit  holder  inform  the  Police  Department  if  the  business  will 
engage  In  welding,  use  of  a  propane  tank,  or  cutting  torches  operated  by  compressed 
gasses  and  provide  copies  of  permits  for  those  activities;  expand  the  types  of 
information  that  the  Chief  of  Police  may  consider  in  determining  whether  to  grant  the 
permit  including  convictions  for  fraud  and  crimes  related  to  the  environment,  permit 
revocations  from  other  government  agencies,  and  civil  penalties  imposed  related  to  the 
operation  of  a  junk  dealer  or  hazardous  material  or  the  environment;  provide  examples 
of  types  of  "cause"  that  would  justify  a  revocation  of  the  permit  and  clarify  that  the 
standard  of  proof  is  a  preponderance  of  the  evidence;  clarify  the  prohibition  of 
operating  at  another  location  not  listed  on  the  permit;  set  forth  the  rules  under  which 
the  permit  holder  operates,  including  a  requirement  that  the  permit  holder  keep  all 
items  purchased  in  the  same  condition  for  five  days,  allow  non-peace  officer  who  have 
the  authority  to  enforce  rules  and  regulations  on  the  premises  to  inspect,  maintain  a 
record  of  all  purchases  that  includes  requiring  the  seller  to  produce  a  valid  form  of

been  free  of  any  disability  resulting  from  said  conviction  and  the  applicant  has  suffered  no 
subsequent  convictions  for  a  felony  or  misdemeanor  offense  relating  to  theft  or  the 
possession  of  stolen  property,  fraud,  crimes  related  to  hazardous  materials  or  ihe  environment:

inspection  of  the  book,  maintain  the  sidewalk  and  other  areas  adjacent  to  the  premises  clear  of 
obstacles,  trash  and  debris,  and  prevent  loitering;  clarify  that  a  violation  of  these  provisions  is  a 
misdemeanor;  and  grant  the  Chief  of  Police  authority  to  temporarily  suspend  operation  of  the  business 
if  it  presents  an  immediate  threat  to  the  public  health  and  safety;  adding  Sections  974.10-2  and 
974.14-2  to  require  the  permit  holder  to  provide  current  information  to  the  Chief  on  an  annual  basis 
and  to  require  the  Chief  to  make  a  determination  of  whether  to  move  to  revoke  the  permit;  and  to 
prohibit  the  junk  dealer  from  making  purchases  (1)  from  anyone  who  does  not  have  a  valid 
identification,  (2)  of  parts  that  contain  hazardous  materials;  and  (3)  of  goods  that  may  be  stolen; 
repealing  Sections  974.18,  974.19  and  974,24  to  repeal  the  holding  period  exemption  for  purchases 
from  other  junk  dealers;  repeal  the  prior  requirements  for  buy  books,  and  repeal  the  provision 
regarding  pre-existing  permits.

determines,  after  considtation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City.  The 
memorandum  shall  also  designate  which  of  the  participating  agencies  shall  serve  as  the 
coordinating  agency.

adopting  other  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.     FINDINGS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  hereby  finds,  determines  and  declares,  based  on  the  record  before  it,  including 
but  not  limited  to  information  contained  in  the  Report  on  the  Plan  Amendment  (as  defined 
below),  that: 

A.       On  October  15,  1964,  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  approved  and  adopted  a 
Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area  A-2  by  Ordinance  No.  273-64  and 
designated  such  approved  plan  as  the  official  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Western  Addition 
Project  Area  A-2  (the  "Project  Area").  Since  then,  the  Board  has  amended  such 
Redevelopment  Plan  six  times:  by  Ordinance  No.  264-70  on  August  3.  1970,  by  Ordinance 
No.  288-76  on  July  6,  1976,  by  Ordinance  No.  491-86  on  December  15,  1986,  by  Ordinance 
No.  452-87  on  November  9,  1987,  by  Ordinance  No.  271-92  on  August  10,  1992.  and  by 
Ordinance  No.  342-94  on  October  3,  1994.  Ordinance  No.  273-64.  as  it  has  been  amended 
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(together,  the  "Redevelopment  Plan"),  is  by  this  reference  incorporated  and  made  a  part 
hereof  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

B.  Working  in  conjunction  with  the  City's  Planning  Department,  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "Redevelopment  Agency")  has  proposed 
an  amendment  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area  (the 
"Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment")  by  changing  the  allowed  parking,  height  and  bulk 
restrictions  on  five  sites  in  the  Project  Area  to:  (1)  permit  affordable  senior  housing  at  a 
greater  density  than  currently  allowed  on  three  of  the  sites  (Parcels  A  and  C  and  Rosa  Parks); 
(2)  reduce  the  amount  of  parking  required  for  senior  housing  (Parcels  A  and  C  and  Rosa 
Parks);  (3)  increase  the  height  limit  on  two  of  the  Sites  formerly  occupied  by  the  Central 
Freeway  (Parcels  A  and  C);  (4)  permit  market-rate  housing  at  a  greater  density  than  currently 
allowed  as  part  of  a  mixed-use  development  that  would  include  a  jazz  club  and  a  public 
garage  (Jazz  Center  Site);  and  (5)  provide  for  a  non-residential  density  bonus  for  mixed-use 
development  involving  the  rehabilitation  of  an  historic  Muni  Substation  building  at  Turk  and 
Fillmore  streets. 

C.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  has  transmitted  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
certified  copies  of  its  Resolution  No.  21-2005,  adopted  following  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing 
held  on  February  1 ,  2005,  attaching  its  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Report  on  the 
Plan  Amendment")  and  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment. 
Copies  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  and  of  the  Agency's  Report  on  the  Plan 

Amendment  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     050218  . 

The  Report  on  the  Plan  Amendment  was  prepared  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with 
Sections  33457.1  and  33352  of  the  California  Heath  and  Safety  Code  and  has  been  made 
available  to  the  public  before  the  date  of  the  hearing  on  this  Ordinance  approving  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment. 
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D.  Pursuant  to  Sections  33220,  33343,  33344  and  33370  of  the  California  Health 
and  Safety  Code,  and  in  order  to  promote  development  in  accordance  with  objectives  and 
purposes  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  and  documents  relating  to  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment,  the  City  intends  to  aid  and  cooperate  with  the  Agency  to 
undertake  and  complete  proceedings  and  actions  necessary  to  be  carried  out  by  the  City 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment. 

E.  The  Planning  Commission  received  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan 
Amendment  on  December  1,  2004,  and  on  December  16,  2004,  the  Planning  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  No.  16903  finding  that  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  is 
in  conformity  with  the  General  Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  housing  element  of  the  General  Plan,  and  consistent  with  the  eight  Prionty 
Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1,  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  to  this  Board  of  Supenyisors.  A  copy  of  the  Planning 
Commission  Resolution  referred  to  above  together  with  related  documents  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     050218  and  are  hereby  incorporated 

Appendex  B 

herein  by  reference. 

F.  On  May  18,  2004,  the  Redevelopment  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  55- 
2004  in  which  the  Redevelopment  Commission  determined  that  the  proposed  Redevelopment 
Plan  Amendment  could  not  have  a  significant  effect  on  the  environment  based  on  the  cnteria 
of  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000 

et  seq.)("CEQA")  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines  and  adopted  and  approved  the  Negative 
Declaration  for  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment.  This  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  affirms  the  Redevelopment  Commission's  approval  and  adoption  of  a  Negative 
Declaration  for  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  and  adopts  the 
Redevelopment  Commission's  findings  in  connection  with  the  Negative  Declaration  and  its 
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actions  related  to  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area,  including  tine  adoption  of  a  mitigation 
monitoring  and  reporting  program.  This  Board  hereby  incorporates  by  reference  as  if  fully  set 
forth  herein  such  Resolution,  including  its  findings  and  mitigation  program,  and  relies  on  such 
Resolution  as  the  CEQA  basis  for  the  actions  proposed  in  this  legislation. 

G.  On  April  12,  ^  2005,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  held  a  public  hearing  on 

the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment.  The  hearing  has  been  closed.  Notice  of  such  hearing 
was  published  in  accordance  v\/ith  Section  33452  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code 
and  Section  6063  of  the  California  Government  Code,  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation, 
printed,  published  and  distributed  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  At  such  hearing 
the  Board  considered  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the 
Planning  Commission,  the  Preliminary  Negative  Declaration,  and  all  evidence  and  testimony 
for  and  against  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment.  The  Board  hereby  adopts 
written  findings  to  the  extent  required  by  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  as  set  forth  in 
this  Ordinance. 

H.  On  May  18,  2004,  the  Redevelopment  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  56- 
2004  authorizing,  among  other  things,  a  disposition  and  development  agreement  ("DDA")  with 
Fillmore  Development  Associates,  LLC  for  the  Jazz  Center  Site  referenced  in  Section  1 B 
above.  In  connection  with  proposed  public  financing  of  the  public  garage  portion  of  the  Jazz 
Center  Site  as  set  forth  in  the  DDA,  the  Redevelopment  Commission  found  that:  (1)  the 
public  garage  of  the  Jazz  Center  Site  is  of  benefit  to  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area;  (2)  no 
other  reasonable  means  of  financing  the  construction  of  the  garage  are  available;  (3)  the  use 
of  Agency  funds  to  construct  the  public  garage  will  assist  in  the  elimination  of  blighting 
conditions  in  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area,  specifically,  the  elimination  of  a  surface 
parking  lot  and  the  lack  of  private  investment  in  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area;  and, 

(4)  such  actions  are  consistent  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency's  Implementation  Plan  for  the 
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Western  Addition  Project  Area.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  adopts  the  findings  of  the 
Redevelopment  Commission  in  connection  with  the  public  financing  of  the  public  garage  as 
set  forth  in  such  Resolution  No.  56-2004.  A  copy  of  Resolution  No.  56-2004  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.      050218  ,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference. 

Section  2.     PURPOSES  AND  INTENT.  The  purposes  and  intent  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  with  respect  to  this  Ordinance  are  to  1 )  permit  affordable  senior  housing  at  a 
greater  density  than  is  currently  permitted  on  three  sites;  2)  reduce  the  amount  of  parking 
required  for  senior  housing  on  those  sites;  3)  increase  the  height  limit  on  two  of  those  sites 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Central  Freeway;  4)  provide  for  a  non-residential  density  bonus  for 
mixed-use  development  as  part  of  a  mixed-use  project  that  would  include  a  jazz  club  and 
public  garage;  and  5)  provide  for  a  non-residential  density  bonus  for  mixed-use  development 
involving  rehabilitation  of  the  former  Muni  substation,  a  designated  historic  resource,  all  in 
accordance  with  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  of  California  (California  Health  and 
Safety  Code  Sections  33000  et  seq.)  and  to  achieve  the  objectives  for  redevelopment 
specified  in  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment. 

Section  3.     By  this  reference,  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  is  incorporated  in 
and  made  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  set  forth  fully 
herein. 

Section  4.     FURTHER  FINDINGS  AND  DETERMINATIONS  UNDER  THE 
COMMUNITY  REDEVELOPMENT  LAW.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further  finds, 
determines  and  declares,  based  on  the  the  record  before  it.  including  but  not  limited  to 
information  contained  in  the  Report  on  the  Plan  Amendment,  that: 
/// 
/// 
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A.  The  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  does  not  add  territory,  increase 
or  extend  time  or  financial  limits  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  and  it  will  not  alter  the  existing 
Implementation  Plan  for  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area. 

B.  The  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  will  redevelop  the  Western  Addition 
Redevelopment  Project  Area  as  set  forth  in  the  Report  on  the  Plan  Amendment  consistent 
with  the  goals  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  and  in  conformity  with  the  Community 
Redevelopment  Law  and  in  the  interests  of  the  public  peace,  health,  safety,  and  welfare. 

C.  For  the  reasons  stated  in  Section  1 E  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
Amendment,  once  effective,  will  be  consistent  with  the  General  Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  housing  element  of  the  General  Plan,  which 
substantially  complies  with  the  requirements  of  Article  10.6  {commencing  with  Section  65580) 
of  Chapter  3  of  Division  1  of  Title  7  of  the  California  Government  Code  and  other  applicable 
requirements  of  law,  and  is  consistent  with  the  eight  Priority  Policies  in  City  Planning  Code 
Section  101.1. 

D.  The  carrying  out  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  will  promote  the  public 
peace,  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  community  and  effectuate  the  purposes  and  policies 
of  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  as  generally  described  in  the  Report  on  the  Plan 
Amendment. 

E.  According  to  the  Report  on  the  Plan  Amendment,  no  persons  or  families  of  low 
or  moderate  income  in  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area  will  be  displaced  unless  and  until 
there  is  a  suitable  housing  unit  available  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  such  displaced  person 
or  family  at  rents  comparable  to  those  at  the  time  of  their  displacement. 

F.  The  program  of  activities  for  the  implementation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
Amendment  does  not  contemplate  the  displacement  of  persons  or  businesses  or  the 
acquisition  of  property  through  the  use  of  eminent  domain. 
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G.      There  is  no  existing  Project  Area  Comnnittee  for  the  Western  Addition  Project 
Area,  but  the  Redevelopment  Agency  has  consulted  with  the  Western  Addition  A-2  Citizens 
Advisory  Committee  (the  "CAC")  and  has  provided  the  CAC  with  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment. 

Section  5.     Pursuant  to  Section  33450  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  and  adopts  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment,  and 
Ordinance  No.  98-66,  as  amended  by  Ordinance  Nos.  201-71 ,  393-73,  386-76.  367-77.  420- 
79,  538-81 ,  477-86,  404-94,  and  33-97,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  this  Ordinance. 

Section  6.     The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  without  delay  (1 )  transmit  a 
copy  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  pursuant  to  California  Health  and  Safety 
Code  Section  33372,  whereupon  the  Redevelopment  Agency  shall  be  vested  with  the 
responsibility  for  carrying  out  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment,  (2)  record  or  ensure  that 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  records  a  description  of  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area  and  a 
certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance  pursuant  to  California  Health  and  Safety  Sections  33456.  and 
(3)  transmit,  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  a  copy  of  this  Ordinance,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment,  which  contains  a  legal  description  of  the 
Project  Area  and  a  map  indicating  the  boundaries  of  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area,  to  the 
Controller,  the  Tax  Assessor,  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  and  the  governing  body  of  ail 
taxing  agencies  in  the  Western  Addition  Project  Area  pursuant  to  California  Health  and  Safety 
Code  Sections  33457  and  33670. 

Section  7.     In  accordance  with  Section  33220,  33343,  33344  and  33370  of  the 
Community  Redevelopment  Law,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  its  intent  to  undertake 
and  complete  actions  and  proceedings  necessary  to  be  carried  out  by  the  City  under  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  Amendment  and  related  plan  documents  and  authorizes  and  urges  the 
Mayor  and  other  applicable  officers,  commissions  and  employees  of  the  City  to  take  any  and 
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all  steps  as  they  or  any  of  them  deem  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney,  to  cooperate  with  the  Agency  in  the  implementation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
Amendment  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Ordinance,  such  determination 
to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  such  person  or  persons  of  any 
such  documents.  Such  steps  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to  (i)  the  execution  and  delivery 
of  any  and  all  agreements,  notices,  consents  and  other  instruments  or  documents  {including, 
without  limitation,  execution  by  the  Mayor,  or  the  Mayor's  designee,  of  any  agreements  to 
extend  any  applicable  statutes  of  limitation)  and  (ii)  the  institution  and  completion  of 
proceedings  for  the  closing,  vacating,  opening,  acceptance  of  dedication  and  other  necessary 
modifications  of  public  streets,  sidewalks,  street  layout  and  other  rights-of-way  in  the  Western 
Addition  Project  Area.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  is  hereby 

amended  by  adding  Section  1.161.5,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC  1.161.5.  DISCLOSURE  AND  FILING  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  I-LECTIONEl.RISG 

COMMUNICA  TIONS. 

(a)  DISCLOSURE  STATEMENTS  \ 
(!)  Every  electioneering  communication  shall  include  a  disclosure  statement  ideiUif\'ing  the 
person  who  paid  for  the  communication.  Such  disclosure  statement  shall,  at  a  minimum,  contain  the 

following  words,  "paid  for  by  (insert  the  name  of  the  person  who  paid  for  the 

communication). " 

(2)  Any  disclosure  statement  required  by  this  section  to  he  in  printed  form  shall  he  printed  m  a 
type  and  color  so  as  to  be  easily  legible  to  the  intended  public.  In  no  situation  shall  such  disclosure 
statement  be  printed  in  less  than  14  point  type  or  in  a  color  or  print  that  does  not  contrast  with  the 
backg^round  so  as  to  be  easily  lezihle  to  the  intended  public. 
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(3)  Any  disclosure  statement  required  by  this  section  to  be  in  spoken  form  shall  be  spoken  at 
the  same  volume  and  speed  as  the  rest  of  the  communication  so  as  to  be  clearly  audible  and  understood 
by  the  intended  public  and  otherwise  appropriately  conveyed  for  the  hearing  impaired. 

(b)  REPORTING  OBLIGATIONS. 

(1)  Eyery  person  who  makes  payments  for  electioneering  communications  in  an  assresate 
amount  of  $1,000  during  any  calendar  year  shall,  within  48  hours  of  each  disclosure  date,  file  an 
itemized  statement  with  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission. 

(2)  Each  itemized  statement  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  shall  be  filed  on  a  form 
promulgated  by  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  and  shall  contain  the  following  in  formation: 

(A)  the  full  name,  street  address,  city,  state  and  zip  code  of  the  person  makins  payments  for 
electioneerins  communications: 

(B)  the  name  of  any  individual  sharing  or  exercising,  direction  and  control  over  the  person 
making  payments  for  electioneering:  communications: 

fC)  the  total  amount  of  payments  made  by  the  person  for  electioneering  communications  during 
the  calendar  year: 

(D)  a  detailed  description  of  each  payment  made  by  the  person  for  electioneering 
communications  during  the  calendar  year,  provided  that  the  person  has  not  already  reported  such 
payments  on  an  itemized  statement  filed  under  this  section:  such  detailed  description  shall  include  the 
date  the  payment  was  made,  the  full  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the  payment  was  made: 
the  amount  of  the  payment,  and  a  brief  description  of  the  consideration  for  which  each  payment  was 
made: 

(E)  a  detailed  accounting  of  any  payments  of  $100  or  more  that  the  person  has  received  from 
another  person,  which  were  used  for  makins  electioneering  communications,  provided  that  the  person 
has  not  already  reported  such  payments  received  on  an  itemized  statement  filed  under  this  section:  such 
detailed  accounting  shall  include  the  dollar  amount  or  value  of  each  payment,  the  date  of  the  payment's 
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receipt,  the  name^  street  address,  city,  stale,  and  zip  code  of  the  person  who  made  such  payment,  the 
occupation  and  employer  of  the  person  who  made  such  payment,  if  any,  or.  if  the  person  is  self- 
employed,  the  name  of  the  person's  business,  and  the  cumulative  amount  of  payments  received  for  the 
purpose  of  making  electioneering  communications  from  that  person  during  the  calendar  year. 

(F)  the  total  amount  of  all  payments  reported  under  subsection  (E)  during  the  calendar  year:  | 

fG)  a  legible  copy  of  the  electioneering  communication  if  in  printed  form,  or  a  transcript  of  the  j 
electioneerins  communication  if  in  spoken  form;  and 

(H)  any  other  information  required  by  the  Ethics  Commission  consistent  with  the  purposes  of 
this  section.  | 

(S)  The  filer  shall  verify,  under  penalty  of  perjury,  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of  the 
information  provided  in  the  itemized  statement,  and  shall  retain  for  a  period  of  five  years  all  books, 
papers  and  documents  necessajy  to  substantiate  the  itemized  statements  required  by  this  section. 

(4)  The  Ethics  Commission  may  require  any  itemized  statement  to  be  filed  electronically  and 
may  permit  any  required  statement  to  be  filed  by  facsimile.  The  Ethics  Commission  shall  promulsaie 
regulations  to  implement  this  subsection  before  any  person  shall  be  required  to  file  an  itemized 
statement  electronically  or  permitted  to  file  a  statement  by  facsimile.  i 

(5)  If  any  person  files  an  itemized  statement  after  any  deadline  imposed  by  this  section,  the 
Ethics  Commission  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalties  or  remedies  established  in  this  Chapter, 
fine  the  person  $10  per  day  after  the  deadline  until  the  statement  is  received  by  the  Ethics  Commission. 
The  Ethics  Commission  may  reduce  or  waive  a  fine  if  the  Commission  determines  that  the  late  filing 
was  not  willful  and  that  enforcement  will  not  further  the  purposes  of  this  Chapter.  The  Ethics 
Commission  shall  deposit  funds  collected  under  this  section  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

(c)  DEFINITIONS. 

Whenever  in  this  section  the  following  words  or  phrases  are  used,  they  shall  mean: 
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(1)  "Disclosure  Date"  shall  mean:  (A)  the  first  date  during  any  calendar  year  when  an 
electioneering  communication  is  distributed  a  fter  a  person  has  made  payments  aggres:atinz  $1,000  for 
electioneering  communications;  and  (B)  after  a  person  has  met  the  threshold  under  subsection  (A),  any 
date  during  that  same  calendar  year  when  an  electioneering  communication  is  distributed,  if  that  same 
person  made  any  payments  for  such  electioneering  communication. 

(2)  "Distributed"  shall  mean  any  act  that  permits  an  electioneering  communication  to  be 
viewed,  read  or  heard. 

(3)  "Electioneering  Communication  "  shall  mean  any  communication,  including  but  not  limited 
to  any  broadcast,  cable,  satellite,  radio,  internet,  or  telephone  communication,  and  any  mailing,  flyer, 
doorhanger,  pamphlet,  brochure,  card,  sisn,  billboard,  facsimile,  or  printed  advertisement,  that: 

(A)  refers  to  a  clearly  identified  candidate  for  City  elective  office  or  a  City  elective  officer  who 
is  the  subject  of  a  recall  election;  and 

(B)  is  distributed  within  90  days  prior  to  an  election  for  the  City  elective  office  sought  by  the 
candidate  or  a  recall  election  regarding  the  City  elective  officer  to  500  or  more  individuals  who  are 
registered  to  vote  or  elisible  to  register  to  vote  in  the  election  or  recall  election.  There  shall  be  a 
rebuttable  presumption  that  any  broadcast,  cable,  satellite,  or  radio  communication  and  any  sign, 
billboard  or  printed  advertisement  is  distributed  to  500  or  more  individuals  who  are  eligible  to  vote  in 
or  eligible  to  register  to  vote  in  an  election  for  the  City  elective  office  sought  by  the  candidate  or  a 
recall  election  regarding  the  City  elective  officer. 

(C)  The  term  "Electioneering  Communication  "  shall  not  include: 

fi)  communications  that  constitute  expenditures  or  independent  expenditures  under  this 
Chapter; 


fii)  communications  made  by  a  slate  mailer  organization  if  such  communications  are  required 
to  be  disclosed  under  California  Government  Code  section  81000,  et.  seq.;

(vi)  news  stories,  commentaries  or  editorials  distributed  through  any  newspaper,  radio  station, 
television  station,  or  other  recognized  news  medium  unless  such  news  medium  is  owned  or  controlled 
by  any  political  party,  political  committee  or  candidate: 

(vii)  communications  to  all  members,  employees  and  shareholders  of  an  organization,  other 
than  a  political  party,  provided  that  such  communications  do  not  constitute  general  public  advertising 
such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  broadcasting,  billboards,  and  newspaper  advertisements: 

fviii)  communications  that  occur  during  a  candidate  debate  or  forum:  and 

fix)  communications  made  solely  to  promote  a  candidate  debate  or  forum  made  hv  or  on  behalf  \ 
of  the  person  sponsoring  the  debate  or  forum,  provided  that  such  communications  do  not  otherwise 
discuss  the  positions  or  experience  of  a  candidate  for  City  elective  office  or  a  Citv  elective  officer  who 
is  the  subject  of  a  recall  election. 

(4)  "Internet  Communication"  shall  include  paid  internet  advertisements  such  as 
"banner"  and  "pop  up"  advertisements,  paid  emails  or  emails  s^njto  addresses_Burchased 
from  another  person,  and  similar  types  of  internet  communications  as  defined  by  the  Ethics 
Commission  bv  regulation,  but  shall  not  include  web  bloqs.  listserves  sent  to  persons  who 
have  contacted  the  sender,  discussion  forums,  or  qeneraLpastinas  on  web  pages. 
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fA§)  "Payment"  shall  be  defined  as  set  forth  in  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California 
(commencing  at  Section  81000);  provided,  however,  that  "payment"  shall  also  include  any  enforceable 
promise  ro  make  a  payment. 

(§6)  "Refers  to  a  clearly  identified  candidate  for  City  elective  o  ffice  or  a  City  elective  officer 
who  is  the  subject  of  a  recall  election"  shall  mean  any  communication  that  contains  the  candidate's  or 
officer's  name,  nickname  or  image  or  makes  any  other  imambizuous  reference  to  the  candidate  or 
officer  such  as  "your  Supervisor"  or  "the  incumbent. " 

(D)  Regulations. 

The  Ethics  Commission  shall  issue  regulations  implementing  this  section,  includins  regulations 
defining  all  members,  employees  and  shareholders  of  an  organization. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  amending  Section  1.134,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  1.134.  EXPENDITURE  CEILINGS  LIFTED. 

This  Section  shall  apply  only  if  at  least  one  candidate  for  the  City  elective  office  has 
filed  a  statement  with  the  Department  of  Elections  pursuant  to  Section  1.128  indicating 
acceptance  of  the  applicable  expenditure  limits,  and  the  applicable  expenditure  limit  has  not 
already  been  lifted. 

(a)  If  a  candidate  who  has  filed  a  statement  under  section  1 .128  declining  to  accept 
expenditure  ceilings  receives  contributions  or  makes  qualified  campaign  expenditures  in 
excess  of  1 00  percent  of  the  applicable  expenditure  ceiling,  or  if  a  person  or  persons  committee 
or  committees  that  make  independent  expenditures  in  the  aggregate  make  expenditures  or  payments, 
or  incur  expenses,  including  expenditures  made  or  expenses  incurred  for  the  purpose  of  making 
independent  expenditures,  electioneering  communications  or  member  communicationSr  in  support 
of  or  in  opposition  to  a  candidate  that  total  more  than  100  percent  of  the  applicable 
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expenditure  ceiling,  the  applicable  expenditure  limit  shall  no  longer  be  binding  on  any 
candidate  seeking  election  to  the  same  City  elective  office. 

(b)  Any  candidate  who  declines  to  adopt  the  voluntary  expenditure  ceiling  and  who 
receives  contributions,  makes  expenditures,  incurs  expenses  or  has  funds  in  his  campaign 
trust  account  that  exceed  100  percent  of  the  applicable  expenditure  ceiling  shall,  within  24 
hours  of  exceeding  1 00  percent  of  the  applicable  expenditure  ceiling,  file  a  statement  with  the 
Ethics  Commission,  on  forms  to  be  provided  by  the  Ethics  Commission,  stating  that  fact  and 
any  additional  information  required  by  the  Ethics  Commission.  Within  24  hours  after  receiving  I 
such  notice,  the  Ethics  Commission  shall  inform  every  other  candidate  for  that  office  that  the 
expenditure  ceiling  has  been  lifted. 

(c)  Any  commiucc  person  that  makes  expenditures  or  pavmcnis,  or  incurs  expenses  for  the 
purpose  of  makins  independent  expenditures,  electioneering  communications  or  member 
communications  and  that  makes  expenditures,  or  incurs  expenses,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to 
any  candidate  in  an  amount  of  S5,000  or  morer-mcduding  expenditures  made  or  oxponsi:,  incurred 
for  the  purpose  of  making  member  communications,  shall,  within  24  hours  of  reaching  this 
threshold,  file  a  statement  with  the  Ethics  Commission,  on  forms  to  be  provided  by  the  Ethics 
Commission,  stating  that  fact  and  any  additional  information  required  by  the  Ethics 
Commission.  Thereafter,  until  such  time  as  the  applicable  expenditure  ceiling  is  lifted,  any  j 
such  committee  shall  file  a  supplemental  statement  with  the  Ethics  Commission  each  time  the  | 
committee  makes  expenditures  or  payments  or  incurs  expenses  /br  the  purpose  of  making 
independent  expenditures,  electioneerins  communications  or  member  communications  in  support  of  or 
in  opposition  to  any  candidate  of  an  additional  $5,000,  including  expenditures  mode  or  cxpoHsos 
incurred  for  the  purpose  of  making  mcntber  communications.  The  supplemental  Statements  Shall 

be  filed  within  24  hours  of  reaching  these  spending  thresholds.

No.  01-30923-DM,  and  by  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  against  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  In  that  same  proceeding. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  The  City  Attorney,  the  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
{"PUC"),  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW"),  the  Director  of 
Transportation  of  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  ("MTA").  the  Chief  of  the  Sa.n 
Francisco  Police  Department  ("SFPD"),  and  the  Acting  General  Manager  of  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  {"RPD")  are  hereby  authorized  to  settle  certain  claims  flied  by  the  City 
and  County  San  Francisco  in  the  bankruptcy  proceeding  entitled  In  Re  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  United  States  Bankruptcy  Court,  Northern  District  of  California,  Case  No. 
01-30923-DM  ("PG&E  Bankruptcy").  The  PUC  is  also  authorized  to  settle  certain  claims  in 
the  PG&E  Bankruptcy  asserted  against  the  PUC  by  Pacific  Gas  and  Electhc  Comoany 
("PG&E").  The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  settlement  are  set  forth  in  the  Settlement 

Agreement  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.      O50581  . 

which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  this  ordinance  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.  The  City 
Attorney,  the  General  Manager  of  the  PUC,  the  Director  of  DPW.  the  Director  of  the  MTA.  and 
the  Chief  of  the  SFPD  are  authorized  to  execute  any  documents  that  are  necessary  to 
effectuate  this  settlement. 
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Section  2.  As  part  of  the  settlement,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  receive 
a  payment  from  PG&E  in  the  amount  of  $7,200,512.19.  Funds  received  by  the  City  from  this 
settlement  shall  be  appropriated  to  departments  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
set  forth  herein.  The  $7,200,512.19  shall  be  appropriated  as  follows: 

I.  As  settlement  of  certain  claims  for  their  full  amount:  (a)  $5,816,025.00  to  the  PUC  to 
settle  a  claim  for  money  owed  by  PG&E  to  the  City  under  the  1997  Master  Agreement 
between  the  City  and  PG&E;  (b)  $5,1 02.72  to  the  PUC  to  settle  a  claim  for  damages  to  a 
sewer  line  at  Laguna  Honda;  (c)  $4,894.00  to  the  PUC  to  settle  a  claim  for  unpaid  permit 
access  fees  to  PUC  property;  (d)  $27,693.62  to  the  PUC  to  settle  a  claim  for  unpaid  water 
charges;  (e)  $160.82  to  the  MTA  to  settle  a  claim  for  damage  to  a  bus;  (f)  $40,558.24  to  the 
MTA  to  settle  a  claim  for  a  check  that  was  dishonored;  (g)  $76,521 .00  to  the  MTA  to  settle  a 
claim  for  PG&E's  share  of  the  design  fees  for  a  duct  bank  at  Mission  Creek;  (h)  $23,077.31  to 
the  SFPD  to  settle  a  claim  for  unpaid  traffic  control  charges;  (i)  $1,000.00  to  RPD  to  settle  a 
claim  for  damage  to  a  fence  on  Mt.  Davidson;  and  (j)  $236,622.55  to  DPW  to  settle  a  claim  for 
unpaid  permittees  and  penalties. 

II.  The  sum  of  $418,856.93  to  DPW  to  settle  DPWs  claim  in  the  amount  of  $806,000 
for  damages  due  to  PG&E's  failure  to  timely  complete  a  42-mile  undergrounding  project  in  the 
City  by  January  1,  2002  as  required  under  terms  of  the  1997  Master  Agreement  between  the 
parties,  which  agreement  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Ordinance  No.  304-97 
(File  No.  45-97-50).  DPWs  claim  asserted  that  DPW  incurred  additional  expenses  for  staff 
time  to  administer  the  undergrounding  project,  attorney's  fees,  streetlight  installation, 
inspection  of  streetlights  installed  by  PG&E,  and  that  the  City  lost  certain  tax  revenues  as  a 
result  of  the  delay.  DPW  may  use  these  funds  for  the  sole  purpose  of  administering  the  42- 
mile  undergrounding  project. 
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III.  The  sum  of  $100,000.00  to  DPW  to  settle  DPVVs  claim  in  the  amount  o' 
$200,000.00,  which  sum  would  indemnify  DPW  in  part  for  the  amount  DPW  paid  to  settle  an 
action  entitled  A.  Ruiz  Construction  Co.  v.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  San  Francisco 
Supenor  Court  No.  312-041 . 

IV.  The  sum  of  $450,000,00  to  the  PUC  to  settle  the  PUC  s  claim  in  the  amount  of 
$6,509,078.00  for  overcharges  related  to  PG&E's  installation  of  special  facilit  es  needed  to 
serve  City  loads. 

Section  3.  Consistent  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  1 997  Master  Agreement, 
the  PUC  will  use  the  sum  of  $5,816,025.00  to  install  new  streetlights  in  the  underground 
districts  in  the  42-mile  undergrounding  project  established  in  the  1997  Master  Agreement  and 
to  administer  the  undergrounding  project. 

Section  4.  The  City  Attorney  and  the  PUC  are  also  authorized  to  settle  certain  claims 
filed  against  the  City  by  PG&E  for  the  full  amount  of  the  claims.  Those  claims  consist  of  a 
claim  for:  (a)  $79,593.16  for  electricity  delivered  by  PG&E  to  Treasure  Island  through  and 
including  December  31,  2004;  and  (b)  $205,919.03  for  PG&E's  design  and  construction  of 
transformers,  transmission  and  distribution  equipment  in  connection  v^ith  the  expansion  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  provided  that  PG&E  dismisses  those  claims  against  the 
City.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 

Section  2A.166,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  2A.166.  SAN  FRANCISCO  MUSEUM  AND  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  ADVISORY 

COMMITTEE. 

(a)  Establishment  of  Committee.  There  is  hereby  established  a  San 
Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society  Advisory  Committee  ("Committee"). 

(b)  Committee  Membership.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  eleven  (11 ) 
voting  members.  The  members  shall  consist  of: 

(1)  Two  (2)  representatives  from  the  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical 
Society  (the  "Society"); 

(2)  Two  (2)  representatives  from  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  of  San  Francisco 

("FAMSF"); 

(3)  One  (1)  representative  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  currently 
working  in  the  City  Archives  division  or  with  expertise  in  histohc  materials; 
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(4)  One  (1 )  member  of  the  public  with  significant  expertise  or  experience 
researching  and  documenting  the  history  of  San  Francisco  ("the  Historical  Research 
Representative"); 

(5)  Two  (2)  members  of  the  public  from  historical  organizations  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  organizations  focused  on  the  history  of  ethnic  or  racial  minorities,  sexual 
orientation,  gender,  or  any  of  the  various  other  cultural  communities  within  San  Francisco  (the 
"Historical  Organization  Representatives"); 

(6)  One  (1)  member  of  the  public  with  a  professional  background  in 
museums  who  is  not  affiliated  with  FAMSF  or  the  Society  (the  "Museum  Professional 
Representative");  and 

(7)  Two  (2)  members  of  the  public  from  organizations  or  communities  with 
extensive  knowledge  of  the  history  or  cultural  traditions  of  an  ethnic  minority  community  within 
San  Francisco,  with  a  focus  on  ancestral  lineage  or  other  historical  and  cultural  links  to  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  (the  "Community  Representatives"). 

The  Society  representatives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  San  Francisco  Museum 
and  Historical  Society.  The  Historical  Organization  Representatives  and  one  of  the 
Community  Representatives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  based  on 
nominations  from  the  Society  and  from  applications  submitted  bythe  general  public.  The 
Museum  Professional  Representative,  the  Historical  Research  Representative  and  the  other 
Community  Representative  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  based  on  nominations  from  the 
Society  and  from  applications  submitted  by  the  general  public.  The  Society's  nominations  and 
the  applications  for  the  Historical  Organization  Representative  and  Board-appointed 
Community  Representative  positions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  within  30  days  of  the  enactment  of  this  Ordinance.  The  Society's  nominations  and 
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the  public  representative  applications  for  the  Museum  Professional  Representative,  the 
Historical  Research  Representative  and  the  Mayor-appointed  Comnnunity  Representative 
positions  shall  be  subnriitted  to  the  Mayor's  Office  within  30  days  of  the  enactment  of  this 
Ordinance.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  representative  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City 
Librarian.  The  FAMSF  representatives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Museums.  All  appointments  shall  be  made  within  60  days  after  enactment  of  this  Ordinance 
and  thereafter,  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (c).  Each  Committee  member  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  appointing  authority. 

In  making  appointments,  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Mayor.  City 
Librarian  and  the  Director  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  shall  take  into  consideration  City  policy 
that  the  members  of  all  boards,  commissions  and  committees  be  broadly  representative  of  the 
diversity  in  ethnicity,  race,  age  and  sexual  orientation  of  the  City  and  County  and  have 
representation  of  both  sexes.  In  no  event  shall  more  than  five  members  of  the  Committee 
consist  of  members  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  Board  of  Trustees  ("Fine  Arts  Museums 
Board")  or  its  Executive  Committee.  In  no  event  shall  more  than  five  members  of  the 
Committee  consist  of  board  members  of  the  Society. 

(c)      Term  of  Office.  Members  shall  senye  a  term  of  one  year.  The  first  one- 
year  term  for  all  members,  other  than  the  Community  Representatives,  shall  begin  upon  the 
date  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  certifies  that  all  members  of  the  Committee  have 
been  appointed  following  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance.  Future  terms  of  office  shall  begin  on 
that  date  of  each  successive  year.  Members  shall  conduct  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  i 
within  thirty  days  of  the  appointment  of  a  quorum  of  the  members.  The  first  one-year  term  for  , 
the  Community  Representatives  shall  begin  upon  the  date  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  certifies  that  such  representatives  have  been  appointed. 
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In  the  event  a  vacancy  in  Committee  membership  occurs,  the  successor  to  the 
vacant  position  shall  be  appointed  to  complete  the  unexpired  tenn  of  the  office  vacated  in  the 
same  manner  used  to  select  the  previous  occupant  of  that  position,  consistent  with 
subparagraph  (b). 

(d)  Removal  of  Members.  Any  member  whom  the  Committee  certifies  to 
have  missed  three  regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the  Committee  in  any  six  month  period 
without  prior  authorization  of  the  Committee  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  from  the 
Committee  effective  on  the  date  of  the  written  certification  from  the  Committee. 

(e)  Compensation.  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  not  be  compensated, 
nor  shall  they  be  reimbursed  for  expenses. 

(f)  Purposes  and  Duties  of  Committee.  The  purposes  and  duties  of  the 
Committee  are  to  publicly  discuss  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Fine  Arts  Museums  Board  and  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society  regarding  any 
or  all  of  the  following  topics: 

(1 )  The  management  of  the  City  history  collections  of  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  and  Historical  Society,  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  of  San  Francisco,  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  and  other  City  departments,  (the  "Collection")  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
issues  related  to  the  inventory,  housing,  storage,  exhibition,  conservation  and  development  of 
such  Collection; 

(2)  The  type  of  relationship  between  the  City  and  the  Society  that  would  best 
serye  to  ensure  the  continuing  existence,  financial  stability  and  success  of  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  and  Historical  Society; 

(3)  The  identification  of  permanent  exhibition  venue(s)  for  the  Society's 
Collection  and  funding  for  such  venue(s); 
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(4)  Sources  of  potential  financial  support  for  the  Society; 

(5)  The  potential  creation  of  one  or  nnore  full-tinne  or  part-time  positions  under 
the  Fine  Arts  Museums'  budget  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  complete  inventory/catalogue 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  historical  collections  as  well  as  those  of  the  Society; 

(6)  The  potential  merger  of  the  City's  historical  collections  with  the  Society's 
Collection;  and 

(7)  Strategies  to  promote  citywide  communication  and  partnership  betv/een 
various  local  organizations  that  hold  historical/cultural  resources. 

(g)  Reporting  Requirements.  The  Committee  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Supen/isors,  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  Board  and  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical 
Society  an  initial  written  report,  by  March  31  of  2003,  summarizing  its  preliminary  findings  and 
recommendations,  and  then  submit  a  detailed  annual  report  by  March  1  of  each  subsequent 
year  the  Committee  is  in  operation. 

(h)  Officers.  At  the  initial  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Committee 
members  shall  select  such  officers  as  it  deems  necessary. 

(i)  Staff  Support.  The  Fine  Arts  Museums  shall  provide  and/or  oversee  staff 
support  and  resources  for  the  Committee. 

(j)      Meetings.  The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  bi-monthly.  All  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  except  as  provided  by  applicable  laws,  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

(k)      Establishment  of  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Committee,  which  qualifies 
as  a  Policy  Body  under  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  67  (the  "Sunshine 
Ordinance"),  shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  its  own  organization  and  procedure  that 
are  consistent  with  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  and  other  laws  governing  the  conduct  of  public 
meetings. 
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(I)      Sunset  Clause.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  operation  of  the 
Committee  shall  expire  on  June  1 ,  2005  2006,  unless  otherwise  amended  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.

Urgency  ordinance  approving  a  6  month  extension  of  the  interim  zoning  moratorium 

throughout  the  City  on  clubs  or  dispensaries  where  marijuana  is  grown,  purchased  or 

distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  and  making  required  findings,  including 

findings  of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  and 

environmental  findings.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings, 
(a)  General  Findings. 

(1)  In  1996,  the  voters  of  the  State  of  California  approved  Proposition  215  (codified  as 
Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  1 1 362.5  et  se^.  and  entitled  'The  Compassionate  Use  Act  of 
1996")  to  enable  persons  who  are  in  need  of  marijuana  for  specified  medical  purposes  to 
obtain  and  use  marijuana  under  limited,  specified  circumstances.  The  State  legislature  also 
enacted  SB  420  to  clarify  the  scope  of  the  Compassionate  Use  Act  of  1996.  allowing  cities 
and  other  governing  bodies  to  adopt  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  laws  consistent  with 
SB  420. 

(2)  In  December  of  2001 ,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  01 2005. 
declaring  San  Francisco  to  be  a  "Sanctuary  for  Medical  Cannabis." 

(3)  In  November  of  2002,  the  City's  voters  passed  Proposition  S,  a  declaration  of 
policy  directing  the  City  to  "explore  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  program  whereby  the  City 
would  grow  medical  cannabis  and  distribute  it  to  patients  attempting  to  exercise  their  rights 
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under  Proposition  215."  Since  the  passage  of  Proposition  S,  the  City  has  witnessed  a 
dramatic  increase  of  unregulated  medical  cannabis  dispensaries. 

(4)  In  2002  there  were  approximately  2,200  individuals  registered  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Health's  Medical  Cannabis  Voluntary  Identification  Card  Program  and  there  are  now 
over  7,000  individuals  enrolled. 

(5)  As  of  March  2005,  there  are  approximately  35  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  In 
operation  in  the  City,  with  approximately  another  10  clubs  scheduled  to  open  later  this  year. 

(6)  The  proliferation  of  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  has  had  attendant  health,  safety 
and  welfare  consequences  that  were  not  anticipated  at  the  time  that  zoning  determinations 
were  made  permitting  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  to  operate  subject  to  a  conditional  use 
permit  in  some  areas  of  the  City,  and  as  of  right  in  others. 

(7)  There  are  currently  no  comprehensive  City  laws  regulating  or  monitoring  medical 
cannabis  dispensaries. 

(9)  The  healthy  coexistence  of  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  and  surrounding 
neighborhoods  is  in  the  best  interest  of  residents  of  the  City. 

(10)  On  March  29,  2005,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Ordinance  No.  64-05,  an 
urgency  Ordinance  that  imposed  a  45-day  moratorium  on  clubs  or  dispensaries  where 
marijuana  is  grown,  purchased  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation.  A  copy  of  said 
Ordinance  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  050512,  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(11)  On  April  1 ,  2005,  the  Mayor  signed  Ordinance  No.  64-05  into  law. 

(12)  On  April  222§,  2005,  the  Planning  Department  issued  a  report  entitled  "Report  on 
Status  and  Reaulatorv  Actions  Regarding  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries"  Interim  Ordinanco 
on  Clubs  or  Dicponsarios  Whore  Marijuana  Is  Grown,  Purchased  or  Distributed  With  a 
Modical  Rocommondation  "  for  the  Board's  consideration.  A  copy  of  said  report  is  on  file  with 
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the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  050512  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference. 

(13)  On  April  25,  2005  during  a  hearing  of  the  Government  Oversight  and  Audit 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Committee  considered  the  Planning  Department's 
report  and  held  a  hearing  at  which  it  took  testimony  from  the  public  and  from  various  City 
departments  regarding  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries. 

(14)  On  May  10,  2005,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  accordance  with  California 
Government  Code  section  65858,  and  in  furtherance  of  Ordinance  No.  64-05.  by  Motion  No. 

 formally  issued  the  Planning  Department's  report  entitled  "Report  on  Status  and 

ReaulatoiA/  Actions  Regarding  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries."  Intorim  Ordinanco  on  Clubs 
or  DisponsarioG  Whoro  Marijuana  Is  Grown,  Purchacod  or  Dictributod  With  a  Modical 
Rocommondation  "  A  copy  of  said  Motion  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors 
in  File  No.  050774  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(15)  An  extension  of  the  interim  zoning  moratorium  on  medical  cannabis  dispensaries 
will  provide  the  City  necessary  additional  time  to  draft  and  adopt  laws,  consistent  with  the 
Compassionate  Use  Act  of  1996  and  SB  420,  that  will  regulate  the  location  and  operation  of 
medical  cannabis  dispensaries,  while  still  allowing  for  the  operation  of  legally  existing  medical 
cannabis  dispensaries  to  guarantee  that  patients,  their  caregivers  and  physicians  have  access 
medical  cannabis. 

(b)  Findings  related  to  the  extension  of  the  interim  zoning  moratorium. 

(1)  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning  controls 
to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preserving  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail 
uses;  preserving  residential  neighborhoods  and  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial 
uses  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  character  of  such  neighborhoods  and  areas;  developing 
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and  conserving  the  City's  commerce  and  industry  to  maintain  the  City's  economic  vitality,  and 
maintaining  adequate  services  for  its  residents,  visitors,  businesses  and  institutions. 

(2)  The  extension  of  these  controls  is  intended  and  designed  to  address  and 
ameliorate  the  problems  and  conditions  associated  with  the  proliferation  in  the  City  of  clubs 
and  dispensaries  where  marijuana  is  grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical 
recommendation  by  imposing  a  temporary  moratorium  on  new  dispensaries  and  clubs. 

(3)  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace,  and 
general  welfare  if  the  extension  of  the  interim  controls  described  in  this  ordinance  is  not 
imposed. 

(4)  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by  extending 
these  interim  controls  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  scheme  that  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is 
not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative  process  for  permanent  controls,  which 
process  shall  be  conducted  within  a  reasonable  time. 

(c)  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  Findings. 

The  extension  of  this  interim  zoning  moratorium  advances  and  is  consistent  with 
Priority  Policies  1 ,  2  and  5  of  the  Planning  Code  section  101 .1  in  that  they  attempt  to  conserve 
a  diverse  economic  base  and  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  and  neighborhood 
character  and  that  is  a  primary  purpose  of  this  legislation.  With  respect  to  Priority  Policies  3, 
4,  6,  7  and  8,  the  Board  finds  that  the  extension  of  the  interim  zoning  moratorium  does  not,  at 
this  time,  have  an  effect  upon  these  policies,  and  thus,  will  not  conflict  with  such  policies. 

(d)  Environmental  Findings. 

The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  sections  21 000  et  seq.).  Such  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  050512  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 
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Section  2.  The  extension  of  the  interim  zoning  moratorium,  as  described  below,  shall 
be  adopted  as  an  Urgency  Ordinance: 

(a)  No  permit  shall  be  issued  to  allow  for  the  opening  or  operation  of  a  Medical 
Cannabis  Dispensary,  as  defined  below,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  allow  MCD's  in  a  location  or  through  an  alternate  process  than  is  othenA/ise 
currently  allowed  under  the  Planning  Code. 

(b)  For  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  in  an  RH  (Residential,  House),  RM  (Residential, 
Mixed)  or  RC  (Residential,  Commercial)  district  of  the  City,  a  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensary 
shall  be  a  club  or  dispensary  where  marijuana  is  grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a 
medical  recommendation  and  classified  as  a  social  service  or  philanthropic  facility  as  set  forth 
in  Planning  Code  Section  209.3(d),  or  a  club  or  dispensary  where  marijuana  is  grown, 
purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  and  classified  as  a  private 
clubhouse  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  209.4(b). 

(c)  For  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  in  a  Neighborhood  Commercial  or  Mixed-Use 
district  of  the  City,  a  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensary  shall  be  a  club  or  dispensary  where 
marijuana  is  grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  and  classified 
as  an  assembly  or  social  service  use  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Sections  790, 50(a)  and 
890.50(a). 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  in  a  C  (Commercial)  or  M  (Industrial)  district  of 
the  City,  a  Medical  Cannabis  Dispensary  shall  be  a  club  or  dispensary  where  marijuana  is 
grown,  purchased,  or  distributed  with  a  medical  recommendation  and  classified  as  an 
assembly  or  social  sen/ice  use  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Code  Section  217(d). 

(e)  The  extension  of  the  interim  zoning  moratorium  shall  remain  in  effect  for  (i)  6 
months  from  passage,  unless  extended  in  accordance  with  California  Government  Code 
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65858  or  (ii)  until  permanent  controls  are  adopted  to  address  the  proliferation  of 
I  Cannabis  Dispensaries,  whichever  first  occurs. 


Section  3.  Within  160  days  of  the  Board's  approval  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Planning 
Department  shall  submit  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  a  v\/ritten  report  describing  the  measures 
taken  to  alleviate  the  conditions  that  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  Ordinance.  Upon  receipt  of  the 
report,  the  Clerk  shall  calendar  a  motion  for  the  full  Board  to  consider  and  approve  said  report. 
Such  hearing  and  the  action  taken  thereon  shall  be  no  later  than  170  days  after  this 
Ordinance  is  finally  adopted.
